At least six members of the Black Riders Lib- 
eration Party, including its leader T.A.C.O. (Take 
All Capitalists Out), and sisters Aryana, Nadia 
and Isabel, also important leaders of the party, 
plus one child, were arrested on August 16th in 
two separate raids, one in San Bernardino Coun- 
ty, where sheriff's deputies arrived with warrants 
for a number of members of the BRLP, and one in 
Los Angeles by the LAPD. Sister Aryana is being 
held on $500,000 bond on a Los Angeles war- 
rant and is to be transferred to L.A. from San Ber- 
nardino. Sister Nadia Shakur has a court appear- 
ance scheduled for Friday in San Bernardino and 
has the possibility of being released on her own 
recognizance at that point. Two of those arrested 
in Los Angeles have already been released, but 
T.A.C.O. is being held on $50,000 bond at the 
Century Detention Center near the LAX Court- 
house. 

Legal, material and other forms of solidarity 
are needed immediately and urgently! The Black 
Riders immediate priority is to obtain T.A.C.O.'s

release on bail, which requires both cash for the 
bond (at least а substantial portion of the $5000 
- ten percent) and people willing to act as guar- 
antors or cosigners on the bond. The members 
of the Black Riders who would have been in a 
position to do that are in custody themselves. 
Most of those out on the street and dealing with 
the situation are young and poor; they need a co- 
signer on the bond note. I can put up a significant 
amount of the cash for the down payment on the 
bond, as | have done before, but | am not in a 
position to co-sign. The current bail on Aryana is 
totally prohibitive and legal assistance is needed 
there and with the other cases as well, including 
ТАС.О. James Simmons, who had frequently 
represented members of the Black Riders on 
previous cases of repression and harassment, 
is not practicing law currently. Other lawyers are 
needed. Folks with stable housing and resources 
are needed. Financial donations large and small 
are certainly needed. Political support is most 
definitely needed. 

These arrests are not new, but their scope

and the high bails are a measure of the grow- 
ing impact of the Black Riders not only locally 
but around the state of California and beyond. 
The BRLP led two recent news-making demon- 
strations in Leimert Park; one at the head of the 
Unity Mission to Free the SF Eight, the former 
Black panther Party members and associates 
who have been charged with conspiracy in a 35- 
year-old case based on torture. As T.A.C.O. said 
at the time, the SF Eight is an attack not only 
on the elders and the legacy of the BPP, but on 
the current forces struggling for Black liberation 
and self-defense, such as the BRLP. They were 
also involved in the self-defense of the Black 
community in its opposition to the provocation by 
the Minute-klan anti-immigrant, pro-police forces 
fronted by Ted Hayes. The BRLP has recently 
been building chapters and making contacts in 
San Diego, Sacramento and the Bay Area. As 
their recognition and support in the Black com- 
munity of south L.A., Crenshaw, Watts and the 
Inland Empire has grown, the police have grown 
more intent on disrupting their activities. These 
latest raids and high bails are further proof that 
the system hates and wants to destroy organized 
resistance among Black and other colonized and 
resisting people. The BRLP in particular, which 
has worked on both truce-making among Black 
youth and Black-Brown unity against the empire 
and repression, have become prime targets and 
must be a prime rallying-point for solidarity.

WIKIPEDIA TAMPERED BY FBI & CIA 
According to Rueters News Service, there is 
documented evidence of edits to the online 
encyclopedia Wikipedia originating from 
computer networks within CIA and FBI 
offices. These edits were discovered through 
the use of a tracing program called Wikiscanner, 
designed to monitor who is making 
anonymous changes to Wikipedia entries. The 
tamperedentriesinclude editing and/orremoving 
information regarding a former CIA chief, 
Guantanamo Bay Prison, and Iraq War casu- 
айу figures. The agencies involved have (of 
course) denied any official endorsement for the 
changes, as doing so would be clear violation of 
Wikipedia's conflict of interest rules. 


FOX NEWS CAUGHT IN THE ACT 

It would probably come as no surprise to 
our readers that Fox News has also been 
caught tampering with Wikipedia entries. Not 
only is there evidence they removed commen- 
tary critical of its staff, but also accentuated 
critical entries of its enemies like Al Frankin 
and Keith Olbermann. In response to being 
caught Fox News's Chris Wallace aired a 
diatribe designed to undermine Wikipedia's 
credibility. 


“GREEN SCARE” 


On the morning of August 20th,, grand jury sub- 
poenas were delivered to an individual in Seattle, 
WA and an individual in Chicago, IL. Both have 
been subpoenaed to appear at a grand jury in 
Minneapolis, MN on September the sixth. 

When Anthony Wong was subpoenaed in 
Seattle, the object of the investigation was not 
made clear by Erik Swanson of the Minnesota 
police and Joint Terrorism Task Force. 

In the case of the person subpoenaed in 
Chicago, Brandon, it was made clear that the 
grand jury is investigating “acts of arson and 
vandalism that happened several years ago in 
Minnesota state.” 

Neither of the two people receiving subpoe- 
nas today have been charged with any crime. In 
both instances, lan Wallace was named as coop- 
erating with the investigation. 

Grand Juries are secret government inves- 
tigative bodies that strip witnesses of their basic 
constitutional rights. Once you have been sub- 
poenaed to a Grand Jury, you lose the right to re- 
main silent, the right to hear evidence presented 
against you, and even the right to an attorney in 
the Grand Jury room. A Grand Jury can jail you 
without convicting you of a crime or giving you a 
proper trial! 

Please keep your eyes open for further up- 
dates in the coming days, and be ready to assist 
in whatever ways these individuals request. It is 
vital that we support those subpoenaed by what 
appear to be politically-driven grand juries. In the 
meantime, please be careful about public specu- 
lation concerning this grand jury investigation.

At approximately 8:45 a.m. on Monday, Au- 
gust 20th, 2007, two law enforcement officials 
woke me by knocking on my apartment front 
door in Seattle, Washington. | opened the door 
and one of them referred to me as “Tony”, the 
nickname commonly used to refer to me by peo- 
ple 1 know. This person nearest to my doorstep, | 
would later discover after asking him for his busi- 
ness card, was Erik Swanson, Police Sergeant, 
Investigations, Joint Terrorism Task Force, Uni- 
versity of Minnesota Police, Twin Cities Campus. 
He said he wanted to come inside and talk with 
me about some things. | asked them if they had 
a warrant. Officer Swanson said "по". | told them 
по comment and began to shut my door. Officer 
Swanson then told me he first needed to give me 
some documents. He asked again if they could 
come inside. | told them “по”. He gave me a fed- 
eral "Subpoena To Testify Before Grand Jury" on 
September 6, 2007 at 9 a.m, at the “308 U.S. 
Courthouse" in Minneapolis, Minnesota. 

After he gave me the subpoena he showed 
me a couple of color copied photos of some type 
of vehicle or machine. The photos were dark 
and unclear and | couldn't really tell what exactly 
he was trying to show me or why. Then Officer 
‘Swanson told me that | knew what he was show- 
ing me and if | cooperate it'll be better for me. He 
mentioned an lan Wallet or Wallice who Officer 
Swanson said had been cooperating with them

somehow (again, they did not say in regards to 
what), He told me they had also been speaking 
to one Kevin Tubbs and one Stanilsas Meyerhoff 
and said both had been talking to em- again, 
about what they did not say and did not explain 
why any of this is relevant to me. The entire time 
they never actually told me what they were i 
vestigating or why | was being called to testify. 
Throughout the brief interaction ! repeated "no 
comment" whenever appropriate.

TWIN CITIES SOLIDARITY STATEMENT: 


It has just been made public that two peo- 
ple have been ordered to appear (subpoenaed) 
before a MN Grand Jury on Sept 6, in regards. 
to Midwest ALF/ELF activity. They are, Anthony 
Wong and Brandon. It appears that neither is co- 
operating. Unfortunately, the same can't be sald 
of snitch lan Wallace, who is known to be coop- 
erating with federal authorities. 

Grand juries are the first step in sending 
down indictments- you are not allowed to have. 
a lawyer present inside the room at a grand jury, 
and can be kept in jail for months at a time for 
refusing to testify. 

If you know ANYONE who has been sub- 
poenaed, or have heard anything about the situa- 
tion, please share that information. There is noth- 
ing to be gained by keeping quiet, and a lot of. 
people's safety, comfort and freedom are on the 
line. 

If you are approached by authorities, know 
that you DO NOT have to say anything, and that 
there are people and lawyers ready to support 
you. Even the most seemingly-innocuous state- 
ments can have negative effects and answering 
questions only opens you up to further harass- 
ment. 

We will be planning a support rally of some 
sort in regards to the grand jury, so please watch 
our website (ecoprisoners.googlepages.com) for 
new information.

Plus, there were workshops on anti- 
oppression training by Gena from Montreal, DIY 
healthcare, Yogic! Ayurvedic Womyn's Health by 
Nyssa, plus the Crucial Sisterhood and Crucial + 
Motherhood workshops with Vegan Krissi. These 
were all well attended, which was awesome to 
see! Thanks to the people who organized and 
conducted the workshops. 


Tabling and Contributors 
At the venue during the shows, there were 
“distros, including Under the Pavement Distro 
— with amazing shirts, patches and pins dealing 
with women's issues and anarcho punk. The 
Down There Women's Health Collective offered 
free zines on various issues such as sexual 
assault and women's health. There were also 
people that contributed many zines to raise 
money and set up shows for the Fest. PE sent 
us Clitfest videos, zines and shirts. Suburban 
Voice sent zines and CDs to raise money. Not 
So Sorry Distribution sent a shit ton of zines. If 
you haven't checked out the distro, | suggest 
you do immediately. Fucking incredible zines on 
sizeism and sexism. 


Outcome: 
We from the Clitfest collective found this event 
to be a success. We were excited to see so 
many people come from all over the states 
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MENSTRUAL TRAMPS = and other countries. There were so many 
people at the workshops, and this was to us, 


inspiring based upon the fact that people were 
very interested in the ideas, aims and goals of 
the Fest. We wished that more people from 
Richmond came but we think the more people 
talk about these issues, the more people will 
become aware and educated (Communicate 
- Educate - Agitate). Change is a continual, 
slow process and does not happen over night. 
It's not easy to organize a fest — especially 
a fest like this. Many of us from Richmond 
had to field questions and criticisms on a daily 
basis regarding this event, People did not 
understand why bands that didn’t have women 
in them could not play the fest -- they called 
it “sexist.” We countered that criticism stating 
that not many women are seen playing music 
опа daily basis, and it was time to highlight 
these bands and individuals. We realize 
the criticism is results partly from the media 
driven backlash against feminism and partly 
derives from a lack of knowledge concerning 
sexism and feminism. This is a continual 
growth process. We thought it was important 
to create a legitimate space for women -- to 
see women on stage playing music, talking 
about issues, and basically taking part in the 
scene. This was empowering. 

As organizers of the fest, the weekend was 
filled with heightened anxiety, fear and worry 
regarding how many people will show up, how 
to pay the bands, about the attendees, and if 
there would other issues such as fights, etc... By 
Sunday night, we felt confident as everything ran 
smoothly and well. 

We have been amazed at the enthusiasm 
and support for Clitfest of so many people across 
the world. Everyone enjoyed themselves and 
were so positive about the event, There were 
so many bands and people that wanted to play 
the fest, conduct workshops and even attend 
but couldn't for various reasons, We were fully 
booked early on. We wished everyone could 
have played the fest. — If you couldn't attend 
the Fest but really wanted to... you should think 
about booking a Clitfest in your town!!! Thanks to 
everyone who helped in and supported this event.

However, there 
wasn't much overlap between the people who at- 
tended workshops and the people who attended 
the shows. Furthermore, the difference in gender 
balance was obvious at each type of event: roughly 
7/3 men to women at the shows and closer to 6/4 
women to men at the workshops. Ай of the work- 
shops were valuable and challenging, and we wish 
we had been able to attend them all! Below is a 
brief discussion of some of the workshops we did 
have a chance to attend.

NOT POWERLESS: A SURVIVOR ALLY'S SKILL SHARE 

B: This workshop on being an ally to survi- 
vors of sexual assault is something that Katy Otto 
and | have done several times. We begin with a 
brief discussion of ground rules and definitions of 
relevant terms and then break into small groups. 
Each group is given a sample situation to discuss 
and then we re-form to compare notes. 

L: | have attended one incarnation of this 
workshop or another four or five times at this point 
and one aspect of it that | always appreciate is the 
lack of rigid structure and the organic way in which 
ideas are developed within the workshop. Allow- 
ing the topic and ideas to be fashioned within the 
dialogue helps make the discussion of various 
facets of sexual assault and community response 
much more relevant to the actual community in 
which said discussion is taking place. This allows 
new ideas to be exchanged each time the work- 
shop is given. 

B: For example, at NCOR (National Confer- 
ence for Organized Resistance, DC) last year a 
lot of the discussion time was given to the different 
ways people cope with assault, specifically self- 
harm, while at Positive Youth Fest (DC) the role of 
alcohol in assaults was examined. At CLITfest, more 
airtime was given to how celebrity status can protect 
a perpetrator of assault. We also explored the issue 
of knowing how much support you are capable of 
Giving to a friend without burning yourself out. 

L: Seeing a workshop on such an emotion- 
ally overwhelming topic as sexual assault under- 
taken with the amount of care for the participants 
safety and comfort is also an encouraging change 
of pace. The ground rules helped create a support- 
ive environment and assured that everyone in the 
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room was on a similar page as to what direction the 
workshop was going to be taking 


SHES REAL, WORSE THAN QUEER: FILM SCREENING 

B: This film screening was the only specifically 
auser cenie workshop. Lucy Thane's documen- 
tary on 90's queercore represented an intersection 
of queer politics, feminism, and punk very relevant to 
CLITfest. It was a great chance to see powerful and 
rare footage of some of my favorite bands (specifically 
TEAM DRESCH and TRIBE 8), and the film balances 
live footage, interviews, and projects of the time, 


PANEL DISCUSSION ON PORN 

L: Leigh and Rachel's workshop on porn was 
the most positive experience | had at CLITfest, and 
was a heartening example of a discussion of con- 
troversial and difficult subject matter that didn't be- 
соте an argument or debate. It was clear that ev- 
eryone in the room was interested in learning from 
each other, and there was a clear tone of respect. 

B: Leigh and Rachel did their research and 
were able to fill in attendees about the structure 
of the “adult industry.” We covered а bit about the 
history of porn, the economics of producing it, and 
discussed issues of consent and sexuality. 

L: Workshops on controversial topics аге, in my 
experience, often fraught with intellectual grandstand- 
ing and silencing behavior, During this workshop, 
nobody was trying to make anyone else feel stupid 
or like their feelings were invalid. | appreciated how 
intentional everybody was being about the comfort 
level of others in the room, without ever delving into 
territory where people were "walking on eggshells" 
and afraid to say what they actually mean. 

Finally, ! appreciated that the panelists, Ra- 
chel and Leigh, were not operating on an agenda. 
They seemed truly interested in fostering a discus- 
sion as opposed to attempting to sway the room 
to their respective opinions. The participants all 
seemed comfortable sharing how they fell and ex- 
plaining why they felt the way they did, with others 
responding in kind 


SUBSTANCE ABUSE & ALCOHOLISM IN PUNK COMMUNITIES 

L: As a straight edge person, conversations 
about substance use and abuse within the punk 
community are very important to me. Coupling this 
with a discussion about harm reduction is a good 
way to avoid moving in a moralizing, "who's right, 
who's wrong?" direction. What I'm interested in is 
taking steps towards a community of friends who 
have supported, healthy ways of coping with life. 

Liz and Quilin are both very knowledgeable 
about the subjects of the workshop and are fantastic 
at communicating within a group setting. Both clearly 
valued the experiences and opinions of everyone in 
the room and maintained a setting where | felt like | 
could leam without feeling like | was back in school. 

This workshop also had a ton of practical info in 
the form of zines and pamphlets to take home. This 
really facilitates further communication and helps 
the attendees learn to be better allies to their friends. 
It was comforting for me to know that | had concrete 
information that | could present to my friends if they 
were ever in need. All of the information, covering 
topics such as harm reduction, overdose prevention, 
safe drug use, and how to limit ones drug intake, 
all carried the same non-judgmental/non-moral- 
izing theme. 1 would love to see more workshops 
presented in this style in the future. 
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It's becoming а bad habit that | start my column with 
an apology for the magazine being late. Fact is a 
few alert people will even notice that it's coming а 
month behind schedule, simply because they've 
gotten so used to а year between issues. | know 
Publishing so soon after the last one caught a lot of 
our contributors off guard too; hence a few regulars 
are not present this time around. Even with planning 
this issue months in advance, a good chunk of the 
planned content fell through and will be appearing in 
future issues. This really isn’t such a bad thing since 
we have another oversized review section this time 
around. As 1 do the layout I'm feeling the crunch for 
space with this issue and worry how small I'm going 
to have to make this text for future issues. 

Getting this issue done was a rather herculean 
effort, working on ita little bit here and there—in ad- 
dition to my already more than full time workload 
keeping up with the distro, record label, web site and 
all my other responsibilities. Aside from a small but 
dedicated crew of part-time volunteers, I'm pretty 
much the entire labor force PE has. It's been a year 
now that I've been holding down the fort as РЕ 
sole full-time coordinator. The financial situation 
has improved somewhat since this time last year, at 
Which time we had to lay off most of the staff. Al- 
though the situation has improved, PE is still far from 
being out of debt and therefore unable to pay wages 
anytime soon. I'm not trying to minimize the efforts 
of our volunteers, because they do help a lot, and | 
am ever so thankful for their contributions. PE ва 
rather large and complex operation and a lot of what 
happens here requires constant attention and more 
responsibilities than | can ask of few-hours-per week 
volunteers. Unfortunately even a part time accom- 
plice is sadly out of reach at the moment, until PE 
is out of debt, I'm pretty much on ту own here. Up 
until now that has meant working at least 12 hours 
most days (and often late into the night) for five, six, 
or sometimes all seven days per week, 

People who know me well will agree that I'm 
а tough person, am willing to take on huge resp 
sibilities, and have an almost maniacal dedication 
to achieving my goals. My weakness is that | often 
overestimate my abilities to handle responsibilities 
and take on more projects than are realistically pos- 
sible. This sort of overachiever mentality has had 
ап infectious effect on Profane Existence since the 
beginning. As | push myself to do more and bet- 
ter, those around me do the same and together we 
achieve amazing results. Оп the other hand, it has 
also lead to the occasional disaster, especially when 
that means taking on more projects than we can 
realistically manage. This can result in projects be- 
ing late or done poorly, and often results in negative 
consequences with somebody, somewhere being 
disappointed. | can think of many projects over the 
last couple years that have been delayed or can- 
celled because they were just beyond our reach. 

Most of the problems keeping up with our 
commitments have stemmed from too many people 
within the collective pushing through their favorite 
projects, while not enough attention was being paid 
to what was realistically possible from our finances 
and the collective's labor force. We really over-com- 


mitted ourselves in 2005 and by mid 2006 we accu- 
mulated а huge backlog of projects being held up for 
lack of funding or time to work on them. 

During the last year | have been working 
through the backlog and right now there are re- 
leases being pressed that have been on hold since. 
late 2005. In the past year | have been very careful 
not take on too many new projects and have vowed 
to not repeat the mistakes that caused us so many 
problems. Yet, this magazine being a month late 
is just another reminder that I've once again over- 
stepped my ability to keep up. As Joe would say, 
“Mr. Siskind, you've been writing checks with your 
mouth that your ass can't cash.” This has been ге- 
ally stressful to the point that | get up to work in the 
middle of the night, because | lay awake thinking 
about all the stuff I have to do, 

While Гуе been working long hours to (try to) 
keep up with everything, in the back of my head I've 
been trying to figure out how I'm going to scale down 
PE to a realistic size. | wrote about that a little іп my 
last columns, but looking back | haven't really done 
а damn thing about it - in fact I've made the situation 
worse by promising to publish this magazine more 
often during the next few years. Something is going 
to have to give and the month delay of this issue is 
the proof. 

Over the last four or five years Profane Exis- 
tence has done a variety of projects and functions. 
The magazine, record label, and distro are siill the 
main three projects we focus on. However, we have 
also committed considerable resources to maintain- 
ing an internet presence, booking and driving band 
tours, organizing major events and concerts (CLIT 
Fest '04 and '05, the annual PE anniversary parties, 
and even gigs for touring bands) and have even 
dabbled with internet radio shows and web site. АЙ 
of these things are related to our goal of promoting 
the international anarcho-punk community, but they 
have also created a vast amount of commitments 
too. 

During the past year | have cut out or scaled 
back many of these commitments due to lack of time 
and/or money to keep them up. For example, I'm по 
longer booking or driving bands on tours and have 
backed off from organizing local gigs completely. I'm 
still planning to organize our annual anniversary раг- 
ty this fall, but that's about the extent of my current 
booking plans. (Bands: if you are looking for help 
with a van, driver, and booking help for a US tour, | 
strongly recommend you get in touch with Chris from 
APPALACHIAN TERROR UNIT. See the Before the 
Dawn ad in the back of the magazine). Getting the 
radio stuff back up and running is out of the picture 
too for now. Jeremy doesn't have time to put the 
show together and | don't have time to do the web 
site, 

Even with PE scaled back to just our core el- 
ements of record label, magazine, and distro, this 
is still a formidable amount of responsibilities for a 
‘small collective to handle. Right now the PE Сойес- 
tive is as small as it can get and it's obvious to me 
that | can't keep up with it all. It's financially impos- 
sible to “hire” more help, so the only solution is to 
make further cuts from, PE's project load. This is es- 
sentially forcing me to make a tough choice On one 
hand | can continue to work my ass off doing a half- 
assed version of the magazine, label, and distro. 
The other choice is to cut one or more projects out 
in order for the remainder to achieve maximum po- 
tential. For me this is a really tough choice, because 
1 have been so heavily involved with all three areas 
for the past 18 years. Giving something up feels like 
admitting defeat and that I didn't do as good of a job 
as | could. However, it's obvious to me as well that 
I'm standing їп the way of progress by selfishly cling- 


ing to too many responsibilities. | have to let some- 
thing go. 

After a year of agonizing soul-searching, | have 
decided that record label and distro are going to get 
the ax so that the magazine can survive. Before the 
first issue of PE was released, | published nine issues 
of my previous zine and helped out with a couple of 
others. From my perspective, my work on PE started 
long before the record label and distro started: long 
before we were even called Profane Existence. | 
would be a liar to say | haven't enjoyed releasing 
records too, but it's vary rarely been as satisfying 
(and challenging) as putting together an issue of this 
magazine. All the former PE editors (and zine edi- 
tors in general) who have pulled all-nighters trying 
to keep on deadline know exactly what I'm talking 
about. 

There are other reasons why | chose the mag- 
azine over everything else. One is that there are rel- 
atively few regularly-published genuinely DIY punk 
magazines left. Many of the old staples have disap- 
peared in recent years. The first to go was Flipside, 
taken down when Rotz Records went belly up. More 
recently we have seen the demise of Punk Planet 
and HeartattaCk as well. Even Махітитгоскпгоїї 
has become awfully thin as of late and I'm sure it is 
also a lot harder to sell at the $4 cover price ( hate 
to sound alarmist, but | think MRR is going to һауе 
to make some serious changes if they are going to 
survive). While web pages, blogs, and MySpace 
has replaced a lot of personal ‘zines, | don't see 
them replacing all magazines. | can support based 
оп the fact that during the last couple of years PE 
has highest number of paid subscribers of our en- 
tire history. Now more than ever people are looking 
for good magazines - and people genuinely seem io 
like what PE has to offer. | recently posted an open 
invitation for comments and critique of this maga- 
Zine on our web site and MySpace page. There was 
а huge number of responses both posted publicly 
and sent privately. Of all of the responses received, 
the number one criticism (by far) was that we don't 
publish often enough. | also posed the questions if 
we should switched to an internet-based magazine 
rather than continue the printed version, but the an- 
swer was a very resounding and almost unanimous 
NO WAY! 

Another reason to give up the label is due to 
the changing way in which music is distributed and 
through massive industry-wide towards pure digital 
formats. At the height of our record label and dis- 
tribution efforts, PE actually needed a warehouse 
to run our operation and house all the inventory. Аз 
years have gone by, the quantities of each release 
we have stocked has steadily declined, This is not 
saying the amount of releases has declined, just 
the number of each one we need to keep in stock. 
Similarly we used to press thousands of each of 
our releases and had a hard time keeping up with 
demand. Sales of vinyl and CD's have declined so 
much that it's taking even a long time to sell the first 
1000 copies of most of our releases. While file shar- 
ing has certainly cut down on sales to some degree, 
you also have to look at the fact that there are now 
many more labels than there were ten years ago. 
It's no longer a case of a few big fish in a small sea. 
Now there are lots of little fish in the sea all com- 
peting for a reduced number of buyers. A lot of this 
is the result of the internet and technology leveling 
the playing field. Relatively cheap access to mar- 
kets (i.e. the internet, MySpace, etc.) have made it 
а good environment for fostering new, small labels. 
At the same time much more difficult for labels that 
refuse to adapt to changing times. 

In order to survive, some labels have already 
stopping doing traditional release formats in favor of 


going purely digital (or offer downloads at a cheap- 
er price than physical copies). | can see more and 
more labels doing this as instantaneous digital de- 
livery makes so much more sense than traditional, 
physically delivered formats. I'm not the only one 
Who thinks this way and the decline of actual record 
and CD sales proves it. Throw in the fact that the 
next generation of cell phones also double as mu- 
sic players - making the MP3 the most accessible 
format of our age. As time goes on fewer and fewer 
physical copies of releases will be sold. Of course 
there will always be exceptions to this trend, like 
the die hards and collectors and Germans who love 
their vy an exception | am exploiting with the VR 
Collector's Series. Touring bands also do well sell- 
ing their wares and that will never change. And un- 
til something better comes along, CD's are still the 
cheapest means of mass delivery (and safe backup) 
without using the internet. 

As far an actual time line for winding down PE 
Records, the current plan is as follows... Over the 
next 6 months | am going to pull out all stops in or- 
der get as much of the planned release schedule 
accomplished. In order to compress easily a year's 
worth of commitments into half the allotted time, 
some creative re-thinking has been put into effect. 
Some projects | planned as strictly PE titles have 
become joint releases with the bands or other la- 
bels. Others have been scaled back from multiple 
formats to single formats, some have been taken on 
by other labels, and a couple have just been can- 
celled until further notice. On the inside back cover 
of this magazine are listed the titles currently in print 
or soon to be released within the next month or 
so. In addition to those, you should expect to see 
the following releases before year's end: STATE 
OF THE UNION, ONE BY ONE, and WARCOL- 
LAPSE discography CDs, MAKILADORAS 2nd 
LP, and FAGGOT LP/CD/DVD. In addition | hope 
to help co-release the new LPs from WARTORN 
and FLYBLOWN with the bands themselves. 
And finally have agreed to do the next LPs from 
IMPERIALLEATHER, MISERY and APPALACHIAN 
TERROR UNIT — which are the only planned record 
releases for 2008, The rest of 2008 will be spent 
working on the magazine, selling off the record 
label's back catalog, and winding down PE Distro 
= which will still exist, but will be greatly diminished 
in size. Very few current PE releases will be kept 
in print once the existing quantities are gone (tough 
choice - repress old records or pay off PE's debt?) 
have been considering ways of keeping them avail 
able digitally, but for the moment | don't have time 
to make much progress in this area. We don't actu- 
ally own the rights to the records we have released, 
but share them with the bands. Putting them online 
is going to require permission from the bands and 
that's going to take some time for sure. In the mean- 
time my recommendation is to get any of those PE 
releases you are interested in now, because they 
probably won't be available very long. 

| previously mentioned the Vinyl Retentive se- 
ries of albums we have in the works. This is basi- 
cally a limited edition collector's series aimed at rais- 
ing cash for PE. They cost a little more than ordinary 
PE releases, but you also get a little more too. Just a 
few hours ago we received the final missing pieces 
for the first two releases in the series. In order to 
get copies you have to sign up for a five record sub- 
scription. All five albums in the first series will be 
out before the end of this year. If you count the joint 
releases, we have enough albums coming out by the 
end of 2008 to do а second series of five. As of this 
writing we have sold just under half of the 150 avail- 
able subscriptions for the first batch. If the other half 
sells out quickly | will consider doing a second series 


ending in 2008. 

As for the impending hiatus of Profane Exis- 
tence from being an active record label, | don't think 
there is any reason to be upset or to despair. There 
are many other good labels out there—in fact more 
than ever before—all of which have the possibility 
of doing a good а job (if not better) at releasing the 
kind of music PE hes done. In the last four years 
PE Records has released about 50 new titles (over 
100 since we began) - almost all of which | have had 
some part in the production process. I'm personally 
satisfied with my efforts in this area and am ready 
to hand it off for the next generation to continue. I'm 
sure there will always be just one more record to 
release down the road, so I'm not quite saying it's 
entirely done yet. 

After the label starts winding down, ! plan to 
use the extra time to make improvements to this 
magazine - part of which includes the planned return 
1o а bimonthly (every other month) publishing sched- 
ule. However, | realize that in the immediate future 
my attention is going to have to focus on the final PE. 
Records releases My original plan was to resume 
а bimonthly schedule in October, but being realistic 
means pushing off the next issue until a December 
release date. Even then | may still be too busy to 
publish every other month and may start out 2008 
with a quarterly schedule (every three months). | will 
only be able to determine this as progress is made 
towards winding things down with the label and dis- 
tro. We'll just have to wait and see. 

In terms of other important information to pass 
along, | do have a few more gems for you... 

The first is that 1984 Press, an independent 
offshoot of AK Press, has asked to reprint our book 

in! If you are not familiar 
with this book it is а "best of collection from the first 
20 issues of Profane Existence Magazine, not only 
outlining PE's politics, but also some of our accom- 
plishments during that time. We published the book 
ourselves back in 1998 and all 3000 copies sold out 
relatively quickly. As soon as this issue of PE maga- 
Zine goes to press | will begin work on reassembling 
the book for re-publication, Only minor cosmetic 
changes will be made to the original document, as 
additional material will be reserved for parts Il and Ш 
sometime down the road. 

Another piece of good news is that former 
PE co-editor Chelsea "400z" Bondage has com- 
pleted the intensive tattoo apprenticeship that she 
has been undertaking for the past couple of years. 
She has already laid some amazing ink on numer- 
ous folks around Minneapolis and hasjust begun a 
year-long commitment to shop in St. Louis. Good job 
Chelsea! 


nothing put а nightmar 
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ae 
1 knew something had gone terribly wrong with the 
world that night. | was selling distro at a MEISCE 
show; we were booked on a weird bill at a lame rock 
club and the crowd consisted primarily of 14 year old 
kids. А fioppy-haired emo kid came up to my table 


and looked quite confused when thumbing through 
the boxes of 7's | had laid ош. He pulled out an 
ENDROPHOBIA 7” and with a wispy look in his mas- 
cara-encrusted eyes asked me, "Are these like, big 
stickers or something?” Mouth agape, | shook my 
head and pulled a record out of the sleeve and pro- 
ceeded to explain to him what a record player was. 

Now there are times at all-ages shows when 
1 look around and feel old, but this was a particular 
‘occasion where | felt like | came from a completely 
different planet than these kids. Jokingly | turned to 
our drummer and pondered whether it would have 
been a better idea for me to bring a big hard drive 
filled with mp3's so that the kids could just down- 
load them into their iPods. It's strange to think that 
in my lifetime I've witnessed a complete and total 
paradigm shift in technology, and sometimes | forget 
that kids have a completely different environment to 
grow up in than | did. | actually remember when 
CD's first came out, and on one of my frequent trips 
to the record store in the mall I'd pull out the huge 
cardboard boxes they used to come in, and give a 
similar bewildered stare to them. | remember think- 
ing that CD's were a fad and would never give way 
to the cassette or LP, and as the years progressed 
watched the vinyl and tape selection from the record 
stores dwindle down as quickly as the hair metal 
bands of the time, 

| grew up engaged in what | refer to as “The 
Hunt” 1 spent most of my adolescent life grounded 
by my parents, confined to the four walls of my bed- 
room finding solace in only my stereo and a handful 
of art supplies. Shopping for music was one of the 
only things | could engage in, and | created а life- 
style around it. Before | discovered punk, it was all 
about Colombia House and other mail-order music 
clubs. At one point | had 4 fake identities ай receiv- 
ing CD's in boxes via mail, which I'd scam for their 
free signing bonuses and then change the address- 
ез to fictional locales. | would (and still do) spend 
hours їп a record store, thumbing through cassettes, 
reading liner notes, magazine interviews — anything 
1 could get my hands on that remotely rocked, and 
that could temporarily take me away from an other- 
wise mundane and horribly depressing life. 

Discovering punk rock only fueled "Тһе 
Hunt,” and from the first second of hearing MINOR 
THREAT's discography CD, | had a new calling. It 
was a new beast to track through the jungle of bad 
alternative and grunge; it was almost as if | had 
heard music for the first time in my life again. | 
would squint and look at the band logos scrawled 
оп the leather jackets of punks in band photos, and 
started compiling a list of bands | wanted to check 
ош, and see if this insane buzz | was getting from 
lightning-fast drumming and buzzing guitars would 
keep going. | felt like a detective, and somehow | 
was piecing together this case from the late 70's and 
805 that had been left cold. To this day I still get the 
same giddy sensation from discovering an obscure 
80's hardcore band from Italy that I'd never heard 
before. 


So when | see kids who have been defined by the 
digital age, | look at them with a heavy heart. The 
internet has made it so incredibly easy to access in- 
formation that | think much of the mystery of first dis- 
covering and getting into punk has been altogether 
vanquished. With a file-sharing account, anyone 
can amass a gigantic music collection in a matter of 
days for free, without ever having to do more than 
type a few keywords into a search engine. Now I'm 
no purist, and | certainly embraced the advent of 
етай, the internet, and downloading mp3's as much 
аз or even more than the next person. But | wonder 
if all this technology has begun to strip the culture 


out of something I've actively pursued and lived for 
the last 15 years. 

I've heard a couple people say that because of 
MySpace there's no need to make flyers for shows 
anymore, which makes me absolutely cringe. While 
the Rupert Murdoch-owned social networking site 
has become immensely useful in promoting shows, 
it certainly should not serve as a replacement. 
There's something about handing someone a flyer 
or handbill for a show that makes the show itself 
more intimate. 115 great that bands and labels have 
ап avenue to upload their songs, book shows, and 
spread their sound across the world for free. But 
as people (myself included) become more and more 
dependant on things like MySpace for communica- 
tion and the relay of information, it seems that we 
have become increasingly impersonal in real life, 
and more intimate in our online lives. I find it strange 
that when I go out | am swathed with very superficial 
‘small talk from people in person, but online these 
same people are spilling their guts to a machine, up- 
loading their hearts like a pixilated photograph. 

To completely fight against and combat this is 
senseless al this point. Social networking sites like 
the ‘space have completely warped and changed 
how humans interact in the modern world. There 
have been campaigns online for people to quit 
MySpace, but the only alternative given is to join an- 
other, less popular network. The only thing we can 
do is find moderation and balance between the tan- 
gible world and the world that requires a login and 
password to access. Perhaps if we view computers 
аз tools to improve our lives, not as life-support sys- 
tems, we're already halfway there. 


"Do you want to kill yourself?" The doctor 
asked. 

“No!” I blurted out, angrily 

“Do you want to hurt me?” 

1 didn't, but | knew where this line of question- 
ing was heading. 

“No, but feel way worse than when | first start- 
ed coming to you." 

“| think you're not being totally honest with me. 
| think additional medication and some time іп s hos- 
pital might be best for you." 

1 was working a steady job, playing with my 
band, and other than what | thought were anxiety 
attacks, | was living the best I could. For as long as 
! could remember, anxiety attacks and body buzz- 
es had been a part of my life. Along with face and 
throat tics, hypersensitivity, learning disorders, and 
night seizures. It sucks, always has, always will. 
Tourette's has caused my body and mind to have 
some extremely out of hand incidents in my life. But 
being in this doctor's office, facing more medication, 
and time in an institution, was nothing I cared to be a 
part of. 

Xanax had been prescribed to me 5 months 
earlier. The first week of taking it, my attacks did sub- 
side, however now it was making me crazier then | 
felt before. My mind would race out of control with no 


real logical path. It felt like going down a highway at 
mach 10 and not being able to read the signs. 

Now my doctor wanted me to take more? Out- 
standing! Because while | was taking Xanax, let me 
tell you a couple things | went through.. 

First of all, it really messed up my motor func- 
tions. I've always loved skateboarding since | was a 
kid. | started skating in the mid eighty's when it was 
a Ме style instead of an extreme sport. (By the way, 
| really miss those days when skating was directly 
interlinked to punk.) 1 liked doing old school tricks, 
such as riding the board on a tennis court, jumping 
over the net and landing back on the board. Usually 
1 can clear the net by a good six inches. One day, | 
took Xanax and went boarding. As | neared the net, | 
squatted down, and jumped as hard as | could. Next 
thing | know I'm doing a 360 in mid air, and | crashed 
into the pavement. | had put all my might into jump- 
ing over the net, yet it had only lifted me about 2 
inches off the board, causing те to Пр right over the 
net. While my buddies got a good laugh from this, 
1 was starting to leam my body and mind were no 
longer working in sync from the medication. 

Not having as much physical control over my 
body as | was used to would turn out to be the least 
of my concerris. Mentally now I was a wreck. When- 
ever | felt another attack coming | was told to take 
another med. But 1 was also having memory loss. 
1 would take a med and ten minutes later, take an- 
other because | couldn't remember taking the first 
опе. So not only was my doctor over medicating 
то, | was over medicating myself. Which does won- 
ders for someone let me tell you. By double dosing 
1 would lose time. Ten, twenty minutes would go by 
and | would hardly have a clue what | did, or where | 
was. A few times | lost hours only to wake up on the 
floor in а puddle of my own drool. АП of this would 
lead up to my most bizarre and terrifying moment. 

I'm a barber by trade. Often times at work I 
grab a quick nap if | don't have any clients. When | 
was taking Xanax, it made me feel more tired, and 
by this time | was on maximum dosage. One day 
at work my mind and body came crashing down at 
once. | was sitting іп my chair resting, when | shot 
awake realizing | was paralyzed. Only my eyes 
moved. Slowly 1 felt my body shutting down. My 
heart slowed, my lungs slowed, and 1 felt my body 
dying. | tried to tell my co-worker to call 911, but | 
couldn't talk. Then my body just stopped. My heart 
stopped and | went limp. Next thing | knew | was 
leaving my body, and the room changed as | knew 
it. | could feel other entities in the room that | hadn't 
noticed before. For some strange reason, | seemed 
to be made up of not a physical body, but more of 
thoughts and ideas. Some of the entities seemed al- 
right to me, others, not so much. Suddenly I remem- 
ber thinking that | hadn't done all | wanted to do in 
my life and BAM! Somehow | was shot back into my 
body and І gasped deeply for air. Time almost had 
no meaning to me as | tried to get used to my body. 
It felt awkward like a glove that doesn't fit. Siowly | 
started to move my hands, arms, and legs. It took a 
few more minutes for me to be able to talk. Finally | 
asked my co-worker what happened to me. He said, 
“I don't know | was reading and wasn't looking at 
you.” So | have no idea if this was real or in my head. 
Keep in mind that the medication was suppose to 
bring me back to normal... it could be just me, but 
what seemed to be a death and an out of body ex- 
perience is far from normal. 

Luckily enough (or unlucky depending on your 
view) | injured myself skating again. | went to a regu- 
lar doctor and when | told him how much medication 
I was taking, he was shocked. 

"You can't just quit taking this. If you quit the 
withdrawals will kill you in a week. You have to wean 


off it slowly. It will take a month to get off of it. Sud- 
den stoppage can cause cardiac arrest.” 

1 was listening and feeling pretty angry about 
my being misdiagnosed in the first place. Turns out 
that | don't have anxiety disorder, | have Tourettes 
syndrome. It's a neurological disorder that there is 
по medication for. 

“Why were you taking this much medication, 
what are you trying to do, kill yourself?”

Its an ironic twist that shows us how much we've 
grown and changed, even in the short period of a 
few months. | am in that boat, traded in a vengeful 
ship for something suited to these calmer seas. The 
tides have shifted towards a shore | can recognize, 
no longer controlled by the emotions of the deep. 

My "wish" was for harm against someone who 
harmed me. | didn't ask for harm by my hands or in 
а physical sense in general, but by his own sorry 
circumstance at the time. The “nice guy" costume he 
paraded in was wearing by the day but couldn't be 
Хот fast enough in my eyes. Retribution, karma... 
whatever. It seems a careless aggressor rarely reaps 
the consequence we deem fit for their actions at the 
time. We want it NOW, as immediate as the pain we 
are experiencing. Patience is a distant and foreign 
land when you are trapped on your own despairing 
island 

Its been some time since I've felt that initial 
wrath. I've transformed into a much more stable 
being emotionally, returning from the maddening 
adventure that stole me away for a while. That form 
of depression seems eternal and terrifying, so the 
removal of it feels like a daily gift to your sense 
of normalcy and calm. Big sigh. Genuine smile. 
Forgiveness has even been a tricky idea tossed 
around, but I'm not getting ahead of myself here! 
The whole bullshit and blind christian concept it 
commonly subscribes to is far from my thoughts. 
To "forgive" in that manner is to give credit to those 
senseless acts. Fuck that. It's in your own time and 
removal. It's in ап understanding you give to yourself 
to let go of the trigger that keeps you paralyzed. | no 
longer stare down the barrel held by those hands. If 
anything, | feel a bit sorry for the mind that leashes 
him to that same stale spot. He may run one way or 
the other, it is still the same patch of grass worn to 
dirt, 

And of course | am still tethered in my own 
ways. | loved him something fierce and now I'm 
finally letting him go. The romanticized ideas are 
fading along with the good and bad memories. 


Rowing closer to shore. Today he is actually turning 
himself in for a six month sentence. It has nothing 
to do with me but all to do with the shedding of 
his ridiculous disguise. My goofy wish" is coming 
to fruition, though | don't feel those fierce thoughts 
anymore. Karma? | don't know... I've spent the last 
six months in my own personal confinement and 
now I'm finally free.

Once | was walking down Hennepin Avenue 
in Minneapolis during a particularly frigid winter day, 
and | heard in the distance a guy yelling something. 
It had that kind of aura of intensity that could only 
come from someone who was either severely high 
or insane. As | kept walking | saw this guy yelling 
shit on a street corner right in the middle of the busy 
thoroughfare of Hennepin. As | got closer | realized 
it was something about the bible. So at this point 
you probably know the rest. Crazy guy yelling about 
the bible and Jesus, blah blah blah. You don't need 
to hear it. Probably you don't, but I'll tell the rest 
because it's funny. 

| get closer and | can hear what he's saying 
now. “It's in THE BIBLE!” "Ali this is in the BIBLE" as 
he gestures around pointing at people, cars, build- 
ings. "ALL THIS SHIT IS IN THE BIBLE!” OK that 
was a little weird, but | guess he's pretty convinced. 
1 get closer and he's looking people in the eye in- 
sanely as they walk past him, most of the repressed 
Minnesotans avoiding eye contact, including me. He 
has this weird energy about him that is kind of fright- 
ening. As | round the corner and get about 10 feet 
past him | hear a little commotion and him shouting 
1 SAID, IT'S IN THE BIBLE MOTHERFUCKER!" 

This guy had grabbed some businessman by 
the lapels and was yelling in his in the face. Maybe 
he didn't look convinced, maybe he rubbed the guy 
the wrong way, who knows. 

Maybe | am just ill informed but this seemed 
pretty un-Christian to те. Ог maybe it's a perfect 
allegory for American Christianity. 

| grew up in a non-religious environment. | 
don't know that | would сай it atheistic or un spiritual, 
but my parents definitely didn’t care for organized 
religion. My dad was especially pessimistic about it, 
my mom always wanting to see the positive in any- 
thing. We were left to believe or explore whatever 
ме wanted about religion, spirituality, etc. This was 
а pretty cool thing | realize and all too rare in the 
world. 1 have always had contempt for organized 
religion long before | was into punk or anything like 
hat. Until | learned more my (dis) belief was based 
more on an intellectual approach e.g. that "god" isn't 
logical and is an ignorant idea. 

Even though | wasn't raised in a religious envi- 
ronment, | of course had the taint of Judeo-Christian 
culture which is all too pervasive even if you are sep- 
arated from formal religious practice or participation. 
Our WASP repression was still prominent even with 
my hippie parents. | think my parents thought they 
could remove the P in WASP and make it easier. 
Kind ог. 

| never actually read а word of the bible until | 


was in college, maybe 20 years old. | took a course 
in Biblical Studies. You may find it hard to believe 
but | wanted to take it (it fulfilled some requirements 
too, why not). Call it morbid curiosity if you like. 1 
was at my wits end trying to understand the hypocri- 
sy of modern Christianity. So much of it didn't make 
sense. 

So when we got into the course, | was fasci- 
nated by the bible | have to admit. | read the whole 
thing. There is so much in there that has shaped our 
culture | had absolutely no fucking idea! So many 
expressions you hear, words, references, stories, 
ес. that we are awash іп every day. Most of them 
1 had no idea were remotely Christian at all! | guess 
| shouldn't be too shocked because European civi- 
lization has been obsessed with this one book for 
over 1000 years. It's a shame too because it is all 
over the place in terms of the message it gives. 

If you over-read anything and nit pick it, you'll 
inevitably get lost and confused. You end up select- 
ing bits and pieces you believe more than others. 
That's how we get snake-handlers, Christian scien- 
tists, apocalypse cults, etc. If you focus on the book 
of Revelations, holy shit, can you imagine? 

1 say this as an avid reader. | am even in favor 
of re-reading good books. But I think it is possible io 
overanalyze things. | am also an avid over-analyzer 
which has not served me very well in life lemme tell 
ya. 

Modern day Christianity is plagued by institu- 
tional and political exploitation and manipulation in 
the form of dogma and doctrine. It is confused be- 
cause it looks to an anthology of books which are far 
from perfect, flawless or cohesive. No text, religious 
or otherwise, is. When | read the bible | thought to 
myself, what is Jesus’ message? He has a lot of 
messages of course. | figured if you wanted to live 
а Ше that could be characterized as "Christian", you 
would focus on love, forgiveness, compassion, and 
healing. That would be following his example from 
what | can tell. Why are these qualities so absent 
in such a great majority of modem day Christians? 
The obsession with excluding members of our soci- 
ety (e.g. homophobia, gay marriage) and the overall 
vibe of self-righteousness, hate, rigidity, intolerance, 
and associated qualities | get from them just leaves 
me dismayed. 

Of course | suppose there are some people 
who follow true "Christian ideals," but they are usu- 
ally outside of the institutions of the church. | think 
any form of real Christianity died pretty early on, 
when it started being used as a political weapon and 
societal manipulator. Even crushing other Christian 
groups, like the Gnostics (who were pretty cool, 
some of them anyway). 

My contempt for organized religion, especially 
Judeo-Christian religion, was strengthened by my 
exposure to the bible. | now understand not only 
is modern day mainstream Christianity institution- 
ally and politically perverse, but also morally and 
spiritually lost. The moral and spiritual aspects have 
long been subverted by the institutional and pol 
cal motivations of the powers that be. This is the 
problem with organized religion in general. | have 
always grasped at why Christianity is so particularly 
vulnerable to this. | think it is because 1. it has been 
intertwined with heavily militant, state-oriented au- 
thoritarian European civilization and 2. Its primary 
text is perplexing. 

The one thing | could agree, with however de- 
spite this experience, is that whatever you want to 
Point at itis in the bible. Motherfucker. 

On a related note, | think | have become more 
open to spiritual (but not necessarily religious) ideas 
in my old age. | just don't have the capacity to carry 
the voracious hatred and anger at the world that has 


been part and parcel of so many punks’ lives, and 
subsequently consumed them. I'm in this for the 
Jong haul, and Ie felt myself burning out. | have 
found meditation a particularly useful tool in trying 
to heal and understand these destructive emotions, 
among many other things including our aversions 
and attractions. | understand why | have this deep 
seated aversion to organized religion, The under- 
standing is no longer from standing outside and 
looking at how stupid zealots look (although they 
do), but from trying to understand them and seeing 
really truly, how confused and perverse they are in 
that sense. Ithas done two things, It has made me 
feel compassion for individuals who believe this shit 
that's fed to them and suffer because of it, and also 
deepened how damaging | think the institutional as- 
pects of Christianity really are. 

Trying to really understand things that we are 
troubled by or feel disdain for is a very valuable thing, 
both from an intellectual, existential and emotional 
perspective. It can change the way you perceive 
things and also how you react to them, hopefully in a 
more skillful and wise way, too. 

19 also like to say that | am fucking thrilled to 
be writing for PE. | was thrilled to write for MRR 
when they asked, but | think that PE kind of tops it 
for me as it's always had а special place in my heart. 
PE and Dan have been an inspiration for years and | 
really admire the real dedication, determination, and 


quality work... | urge all of you to support PE in their 
projects and donate to keep this mean machine go- 
ing!

Hi, this is the first of hopefully many columns for Pro- 
fane Existence. I'm on a trial period, to see if I'm up 
for the job - in other words hopefully | won't bore the 
pants off you.

So when a friend of my brother's made a 
couple of tapes of bands he thought | might like, one 
of these tapes had the first LP by MDC - this floored 
me and made me want more. | was hooked in 1984 
and all these years later this LP still remains one of 
my favorite records ever. The same guy told me of 
a gig, and my first one was DISORDER, but being 
drunk | don't remember too much about it. The sec- 
ond one, THE DEPRAVED, | wasn't as drunk and 
remember it. When | got home and over the next 
couple of days, while sober, | found some zines/fly- 
ers in my pockets that | got at the gig. 

Reading these zines opened a brand new 
world to me, what with interviews of bands, and col- 
umns/articles on various subjects that | had never 
read about before in mainstream press. Contacts, 
reviews and ads - your typical zine fodder - were 
all new to me. Thus began my introduction to buy- 
ing tapes, records etc via mail order, trading tapes, 
writing to people all around the globe - a part of my 
life that still continues to this day and continues to 
reinforce my belief in all things hardcore punk. 

! live in Northern Ireland and throughout the 
years have been involved in many aspects of ac- 
tivity that go hand in hand with being into hardcore 
punk, | used to do a zine called No Barcodes Neces- 
загу, which existed from 1993 to 1999. Changed the 
name of the zine to Direct Hit, which | still continue to 
do, | had a distro in the 90's. Had a band in the late 
80's called DEADHEAD, named after the ACTIVE 
MINDS song. Funny enough, the connection with 
ACTIVE MINDS didn't end there as the first release 
оп my label was a split 7" between them and URKO. 
The second release was another split 7" between 
BASTARD YOUTH and KNIFED. Both still available. 
Some day I'll release another record when | һауе 
зоте money, Currently play the guitar, but there's по 
‘one around here to make a racket with unfortunately. 
Lots of metallers, but alas no punks. 

I'm a husband, father of two wonderful chil- 
dren. I'm an office slave, which pays the bills and 
feeds the family. | may have a family, job etc but how 
1 live my life, how I contribute to society, and how | 
bring my kids up is on my terms and coincides with 
my punk ideals. You don't have to stop living just 
because your life changes like this. 

‘As years go by, it seems that people drop out of 
punk for Whatever reasons. For me, seeing the state 
of the world, people's attitudes and all that goes on 
these days just reinforces my belief in continuing to 
be involved within hardcore punk and all the good 
stuff that happens here because of the big hearts 
of those involved. The honesty, ideas, and music 
combine the fact that people continue to stand up 
against things they don't agree with. People getting 
off their asses and doing things inspires me and | 
hope it does for years to come. 

Ive been reading Profane Existence from 
when | first bought issue one all those years ago 
and it has continued to inspire me down the years. 
Through all the ups and downs it's still here, bigger 
and better than ever with the same gnarly bite it al- 
ways had. Am | stoked to be able to write for it? You 
better believe it. I've written some reviews in this is- 
sue and will continue to write some for each issue 
as they come. | will also be contributing interviews 
and whatnot. 1 do believe in their statement, "Making 
punk a threat again’.

HOLISTICORE BY BEN AXIOM 
Symptoms of Separation Part I: 
Misanthropy 
Misanthropy is a fashionable term among anarcho- 
punks. A couple of my old friends would often say, 
“I'm feeling misanthropic today.” | always loved that 
because it seemed so honest and because it was 
framed in the sentence structure of healthy psycho- 
babble. If you state a feeling it's open. but it's not 
blameful. It's not as binding and shallow as “I think” 
or "1 am". To describe a feeling gives you space to 
observe and interpret that feeling without losing 
yourself in it. You can recognize that the feeling is 
the outgrowth of something deeper, not just the pure 

truth of your existence. 

| liked it when my friends said “I feel 
misanthropic today" because it pre-supposed that it 
was a temporary place, and one that with or without 
known cause, was just one of many states to be in. 
Perhaps tomorrow they'd feel “philanthropic.” 

Unfortunately, over the years I've rarely heard 
this word used in such a playful way. Usually it's 
used to reinforce the psychic rice-paper prison 
of nihilism; the philosophical belief in and care for 
nothing. Nihilism is the ultimate rationale for apathy, 
the flood gate for depressive chemical imbalance, 
and the ultimate cause of physical dis-ease. 

The conclusive self-defeating concept of 
misanthropy is a caustic substance that | feel 
must be carefully quarantined and examined. To 
me it really embodies the spirit of the industrial 
death culture. It is a tool of hegemony, which is а 
term coined to describe the process whereby an 
oppressed population adopts the beliefs and values 
of the ruling elite thus ensuring their compliance with 
total subjugation. In other words, we do the system's 
work for it without its need to apply direct force when 
we propagate its beliefs voluntarily. By promoting 
the concept of misanthropy, we empower the 
misanthropic psychology of the system. The system 
is in fact the misanthrope, and we are the victims of 
misanthropy. 

It is fundamentally disempowering to construct 
a world-view based on the hatred of humanity but 
it's hard to move away from this when our music and 
art so emphasize the vile atrocities committed by 
the human species. | don't think there's any need 
to give up the dark and gloomy aesthetic and start 


painting rainbows, we just have to make distinctions 
that implicate the real culprits. 

Humanity is not to blame for the state of the 
world, humanity is not a singular sentient decision 
making personality that's cruel and wicked and 
deserving of collective suicide or mass die off. So 
often you hear statements regarding humanity as 
follows, “WE destroy the environment, WE'RE like 
a virus, WE don't belong on this planet.” This is just 
about the most arrogant and ethnocentric logic that 
has ever emerged to insult the innocent nature of 
almost every human being and culture that has ever 
lived. 

Lets scale the human story down to a 
comprehensible level. Let's say that the story of 
humanity is the story of a village. Everyone is living 
relatively happily and harmoniously for a couple 
hundred thousand years. Then all of the sudden a 
villager in one hut becomes insane and decides to 
dominate his family, then uses violent forces never 
before imagined to enslave alll the people, animals, 
and land in the village. The cancerous aberration 
of greed that emerged in one mind spreads and 
colonizes most all other minds very rapidly. All 
villagers resisted and some still resist while some 
have escaped to the high mountains and barren 
deserts to continue their peaceful traditional ways. 

10,000 years later. The village is now a 
towering menacing city-state and in it emerges a 
rebel movement called anarcho-punk. It sprouts a 
consciousness of liberation and hatred of the order 
of atrocity, It rightly wants to find the roots of the 
cursed system and sever them while simultaneously 
creating new alternative encampments in and 
outside of the citadel. 

However many among its neo-tribe are 
weakened and immobilized by the false assumption 
and fear that humanity itself is hopelessly corrupt. 
How else, they ask, could such a horrid state come 
about? Mustn't it be a fatal flaw of human nature? 

It took the discovery of the "true story" of 
the origin of the death culture to develop the 
understanding it was not WE who chose this way. 
It was only a corrupt few who perversely developed 
technologies of dominion to subsume all into their 
grip. 

Unfortunately that story-book mythology of 
civilization and the corruption of humanity is an 
over-simplification. The "true story" is much more 
complicated and theoretical. Here's a digest of the 
more technical scientific theories on the matter. 

The shift from partnership to dominator 
societies (crudely scaled down above into the idea of 
one crazy man) in fact was a slow process that took 
thousands of years and happened independently in 
many locations throughout the world at the end of the 
last Ice Age 10,000 years ago. All modern humans 
and their pre-modern ancestors alive from three 
million to 10,000 years ago were foragers (a.k.a. 
hunter/gatherers). There were no domesticated 
plants or animals, all life was wild. Humans competed 
for resources in balance with all other life. They lived 
in small nomadic groups of about 25-50 and never 
stayed in one place long enough to seriously disrupt 
the environment. Under these conditions sharing 
and equality were the norm. 

Around 8,000 B.C. the world climate drastically 
changed and certain populations got backed into an 
ecological comer. They had to tame, domesticate 
and in some cases ultimately enslave the earth to 
survive. However it was not a conscious process by 
anyone involved. People just did what they had to 
do in each passing moment, life-time, generation, 
millennium. etc. Luckily, not all domesticated 
‘societies lost their reverence for women, animals, 
and the earth. Many were able to find a new balance 


and harmony. For some though а fatal corruption 
occurred. Female centered creation stories were 
slowly replaced by angry male god stories. Societies 
centered on women became dominated by men. An 
unprecedented artificial abundance of resources 
was created; a surplus never before possible or 
desirable for our light traveling egalitarian foraging 
ancestors. 

This surplus gave once free and equal 
societies something to fight over. Private material 
wealth accumulation began, Women and animals 
became property along with land and other natural 
resources, all to be controlled by the men who 
consciously shaped cultures of conquest to pillage 
‘ever-expanding territory. After a few thousand years 
of this aberrant behavior, the need to build walls 
10 protect the agrarian patriarchal domains arose, 
hence civilization: the culture of cities. Empires grew 
ош of cities, Іп cites mass slavery and grinding 
exploitation of the peasant classes generated yet a 
new abundance of human and material resources for 
the elite to channel into scientific, philosophical, and 
military classes. These classes were to create ever 
more treacherous physical technologies for conquest 
and control, and ever more hideous psychological 
technologies to entrap minds into fear and worship 
of divined rulers. All that's changed from the last 
few thousand years to the present has been the 
scale of death, enslavement, and destruction. (for a 
much more detailed study of the origin and history 
of civilization please read "Freedom and Civilization: 
А Comparative Analysis" at http://gaian-mind.org/cs/ 
node/455). 

Basic judicial logic can be used to assign 
guilt and innocence. If most humans now alive are 
the enslaved victims of a few corrupt patriarchal 
aberrations, how could we just blame all humanity? 

Another scaled model is simply cancer. 
Cancer is the process by which cells fail to develop 
properly, they lose their purpose to the organism 
and they grow and divide without respect to normal 
limits, invade and destroy adjacent tissues, and 
may spread throughout the body. They create an 
imbalance and threaten and often ultimately kill the. 
whole organism. The average human generates one 
cancer cell a day. It's the diligent job of our immune 
system to hunt down and kill these cells. The modern 
diagnosis of cancer is misleading because in fact 
all of us at all times have cancer. The real disease 
shouldn't be called cancer at ай. It should be called 
immune failure, because a weak immune system 
loses its ability to effectively resist the cancer cells 
and thus a debilitating disease state results from 
their unchecked propagation, 

Back to the analogy of blaming the whole 
for the ills of the part. If you had cancer would 
you hate your entire being, all the healthy cells in 
your body? Or would you know that this is just an 
aberration, something that should be understood 
as uncharacteristic of the true nature of your being 
and ай its cells? You've lived your whole life with 
all of your trillions of cells working in a harmony 
of infinite intelligence. At one point, the link to that 
intelligence breaks down, and an imbalance occurs. 
И not stopped and restored to balance, the bizarre 
disease can run rampant and wreak havoc (Sound 
like technology and civilization? Growth without 
intelligence?), 

Countless clinical studies have proven beyond 
a doubt that one of the most powerful healing tools 
for cancer patients (in addition to an immediate raw 
food/green juice centered diet) is to apply meditative 
self-love to their whole being, and particularly to their 
immune system, thus empowering it to channel inner 
intelligence to restore balance. 

If we extrapolate this healing logic to the world 


and its cancerous cultures of civilization, should we 
not expect similar effects? If we love and trust the 
underlying intelligence of humans to live by their 
nature of peace and balance, would not this true 
consciousness penetrate the toxic haze of the death 
culture? 

Hating humanity is suicide, psychologically, 
spiritually, and physically. It only weakens the 
strength of our cultural immune system and 
transmits the message of defeat to whatever healthy 
Populations still exist. 

Every culture on earth and every individual 
has a complex relationship to the culture of death, 
the cancer of corruption, civilization, industrialism, 
capitalism, etc. Some are more deeply infected than 
others. Some are more conscious perpetrators of it 
than others. Some are collaborators. Many are still 
virtually untouched. 

Take a moment to scan the earth in the mind’s 
eye, try to feel, not just think about the distribution 
of moral responsibility for the state of the world. Is 
it really humanity as a whole that’s starving millions 
of children, leveling forests, dumping toxic waste, 
building nuclear weapons, buming brides, and 
torturing animals? Humanity is comprised mostly 
of victims of the techno-industrial death culture. 
The death culture is very recent on the face of the 
earth and in humanity's long tribal history, it's really 
consciously managed by a tiny minority of the 
world's human population. Most of us are tools or 
raw materials, not owners or engineers. 

Поуе humanity. It's taken a lot of re-wiring for 
me to overcome my misguided misanthropy and 
really mean that. Many old friends will be laughing 
to read this knowing how cynical and callous 
I've always been. Many of them would say to ту 
misanthropic old self, "You know, have you ever 
stopped to think that your hatred of the external 
world and of humanity may just be a projection of 
your own issues, your lack of self-love?" | now know 
they were right; all healing starts from within. 

How can not be brought to tears of awe when | 
think about the universe of cellular magnificence that 
is my body, the ever self-organizing, repairing and 
replacing river of my physical existence? How could 
! not be embarrassed for my years of depression 
and self-denial that negated the wonder and beauty 
of my gift of life? How could | not love myself, and 
by extension all life and all of its epic struggles to 
express itself in pure health and harmony through 
each and every one of us? 

| love humanity and what | love most about 
it is that like all of our individual cells, all members 
‘of humanity have the capacity to channel infinite 
intelligence gathered across billions of years of 
the evolution of life. We can, under conditions 
of openness, creativity, compassion, and love, 
generate solutions for any problem. 

Micro and macro scale healing operate 
according to the same principle: love. Hatred is 
fuel for disease. If you hate your body, it becomes 
sick and dies. If you hate your ethnicity its collective 
self-esteem will wither. If you hate humanity it won't 
resist its predicament. It won't align with the earth 
to recognize and push out the sliver of human 
corruption that's lodged in this sliver of time. 

Philanthropy, the antonym to misanthropy, 
need not simply be a word reserved for morally 
burdened industrialists who try to “give back" to the 
cancer foundations trying to cure the diseases the 
industrialists created in the first place. We can be 
philanthropists without donating millions to charities. 
It may not be as ‘brutal’ and ‘black meta a sentiment 
as misanthropy, but it is quite powerful, and that 
should be precious to anyone serious about effective 
resistance. 


The Banality of Racism 


Five incidents: 

1.) Last summer, a party in Uptown (for non- 
Chicagoans, this is a faded, once-upscale shopping 
district destroyed by the '68 riots and now mostly 
low-income housing and abandoned store-fronts, 
typical Chicago). Mostly white kids drinking PBR 
and listening to-you guessed it-hip-hop. | overhear 
some hipster giri complaining about her job,"! don't 
get what's wrong with Hispanics. | speak their 
language when they come into the store but they 
don't want to talk to me don't get what's wrong! I'm 
trying!” 

2.) A few weeks ago, sitting around, Bucktown 
(another ex-working class ‘hood well on its way to 
gentrified sterility). Talking about seven inches, LOS 
CRUDOS comes up. My friend says, “I have that 
‘one seven inch...” Me: “The HUASIPUNGO split?” 
Him, totally deadpan: "I dunno, The one with that 
spic band.” 

3.) This happened to my brother, but whatever. 
Summer school at the high school in a suburb 
(Evanston) noted for its ‘progressive’ politics. The 
subject of languages comes ир. Some girl in Ugg 
boots says, "| don't want to take Spanish." Why 
not? “I don't want to speak the language of my 
lawnmowers.” 

4.) Drunken discussion with a family friend (with 
а PhD in sociology) about immigration, me arguing 
for opening the borders and granting amnesties, elc. 
Him: don t want some illiterate half-breed dumbshit 
peasant taking jobs from Americans..." He went on 
like that for awhile, but you get the gist of it. 

5.) This happened to a friend of mine, at a 
Superbowl party in Lincoln Park (gentrified/student 
ghetto neighborhood), The halftime commercials 
come on, and Janet Jackson briefly appears 
onscreen. The dude next to my friend remarks, 
"Wow. Janet Jackson looks like Aunt Jemima,” and 
then asks my friend, who's black, for a cigarette. 

Although different people said these things, 
and these remarks were said in different contexts, 
there's a lot of similarities between them. They are 
obviously sickeningly racist, but they were mouthed 
by people who no doubt consider themselves liberal 
‘or progressive. None of these people saw their 
remarks as out of the ordinary-to my shame, the 
remark about “that spic band" went un- commented 
upon by me or anyone else in the room. In one 
sense, it means that racism has become normalized, 
in a way that's completely different from the pre-Civil 
Rights movement Jim Crow south.. In an era in 
which the "achievements" of the civil rights era are 
taken for granted, it's of course no longer approved 
of to be openly racist. Yet the hatred for people of 
other races is still there, and manifests itself іп the 
most diverse ways. Instead of out- and-out, Archie- 
Bunker style racism we are now confronted with a 
more subtle form of it, in which racist remarks are 
tacitly accepted or ignored-after all, he didn't really 


mean that, did he-he was just joking, right? This 
new, cryplo-racism is expressed in many other ways 
as well. One which readily comes to mind is white 
Kids listening to rap ironically. Here I'm reminded 
of a party at the University of Chicago (one of the 
most elite schools in the nation, a well-guarded islet 
of whiteness and elitism in the midst of Chicago's 
impoverished mostly black south side) in which 
Economics students had a “gangsta” party where 
the mostly white attendees showed up in baggy 
pants, backwards caps and drinking blunts and 
forty-ounces. Black-face gone post-modern? 

The point? | don't know if there is one, besides 
the cliche that the world's full of hate (there's 
my obligatory, once-per column punk album title 
reference). There's a little bigot in all of us, fed by 
ignorance and a sense that it's ok to make racist 
remarks because no one's “actually” racist anymore, 
or that somehow gangsta rap is hilarious. The 
assumption of universal enlightenment that this 
entails all too often conceals a form of racism that's 
more insidious because it's so often unconscious-| 
would argue that many racists aren't even aware of 
their being so, these days, bringing up the question 
of who can judge what constitutes bigotry or not. 
Ultimately, perhaps the only thing that separates 
average white young adults like the characters 
we saw in the four episodes above from the 
stereotypical redneck Souther racist is that these 
people think they're enlightened, whereas the hick 
couldn't care less. Which one's тоге honest-the 
Klansman in white bedsheets ranting about why he 
hates immigrants, or the white kid who listens to LOS 
CRUDOS and reads Chomsky but gets mad when 
bands sing in Spanish because it's “өріс bullshit"? 
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The Minneapolis, Minnesota 1-35 bridge collapse is 
a tragedy that could have been avoided. It might be 
easy to say that now, after the fact | suppose, but 
who would have ever guessed something like this 
would happen in Minnesota? Its always seemed 
like Minnesota was a state that had it together and 
was far better off than many others. Especially 
states in charge of bridges over the Mississippi 
River. 

Its baffling that the collapse is most likely due 
to neglect. Barring any future discoveries, it simply 
appears that this bridge wasn't well maintained. 
Experts have quickly pointed to the Bush 
administration's budget cuts and lack of interest in 
maintaining U.S. infrastructure. There's a lot to be 
said about that. 

According to the U.S. Department of 
Transportation, existing bridge maintenance funds 
decreased from $12.5 billion to $12.4 billion last 
year, while new bridge expenditures increased from 
$52.9 billion to $58.8 billion. guess it was more 
important to put emphasis on cutting а ribbon and 
not enough emphasis on maintenance of existing 
bridges. 

But what's more intriguing is that the 
U.S. government relies on state data to make 
decisions regarding how federal money is spent on 
maintaining our highways and bridges. The Federal 
Highway Administration is one of 11 divisions of 
the U.S. Department of Transportation. All of the 
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decisions they make are based upon data provided 
by individual state departments of transportation, in 
this case Minnesota. 

in the years prior to the collapse, several 
reports cited problems with the bridge structure. In 
1990, only 23 years after it was built, the I-35 bridge 
received a rating of “structurally deficient,” citing 
significant corrosion in its bearings. “Structurally 
deficient” is a classification term which has been 
given to 70,000 other U.S. bridges. According to 
the experts, this classification doesn't necessarily 
mean a bridge is bad. 

Hmm... I'm no expert but any system which 
has "structurally deficient" as a classification that 
doesn't necessarily mean "structurally deficient" is 
a system that's poorly designed. Or possibly they 
just don't want to admit that 70,000 U.S. bridges 
could collapse at any moment under the right 
conditions. 

Much of the speculation of neglect from 
engineering experts touched upon the fact that the 
1-35 bridge was doing more than it was designed to 
do, Several civil engineers said this bridge wouldn't 
be built under today's conditions. The 1-35 bridge 
was only 40 years old, But it was host to over 
141,000 vehicles daily, а number that increased 
to that point as the years went by. The 1-35 is not 
just a bridge that connects downtown Minneapolis 
to northeast Minneapolis, it is part of the Interstate 
Highway System that connects Minneapolis to the 
rest of the country. 

From the middle 19th century until 1920, 
if a person traveled in America from one city to 
another, the trip almost certainly was by rail. By the 
1950s, the decline of railroads in the United States 
coincidéd with the emergence of commercial 
aviation and with the introduction of the Interstate 
Highway System. Both competing modes of travel 
received substantial government support The 
Federal Highway Act funded the Interstates and 
slate governments built compatible networks of 
local roads and pursued auto-friendly policies. 

As a resull, more Americans embraced the 
convenience and privacy of personal transportation 
by automobile, and interstate commerce shifted from 
the rails to trucking. Today, there are estimates of 
15.5 million trucks operating in the U.S. generating 
revenue of $255.5 billion a year. Those numbers 
are growing every year. By comparison, there are 
500 railroad freight companies generating $42.2 
billion dollars of revenue. Amtrak, the government- 
subsidized passenger rail system, gets just $1.2 
billion from the feds to operate, and wouldn't exist 
without that subsidization. Heavy trucks are doing 
the job that railroads were designed to do. They are 
on the streets right next to you as you walk or ride. 

This kind of thing gets to me personally 
because my Great Grandfather George Zeigler 
spent his entire life building railroads across this 
country. Now we hardly even use them. | hate 
to call his life's work a waste, but unfortunately it 
seems that it was. The U.S. could, and should, 
have a railroad system that rivals Europe or 
Japan. Did you know that a train needs 50-70% 
less energy to transport a given tonnage of freight 
(or given number of passengers), than does road 
transport? We should get the 18-wheelers off the 
Toad and back on the rails and work towards a 
high-speed rail for efficient movement across the 
country. We should stop misappropriating highway 
funds and bailing out the airline industry (which got 
$15 billion after 9-11). 

‘As a person who travels around the country a 
lot, I've had a lot of time to think about the highway 
system, dodging big trucks moving at high speeds, 
dealing with the ruts in the road caused by overuse 


and neglect. Driving in the rain is the worst. Not 
only has our van almost wiped out a time or two 
by 18-wheelers not slowing down in the rain (that 
is a story in itself), I've seen countless other cars 
hydroplane from the same thing. 

I love Minneapolis and | love Minnesota. Its 
like a second home to me. Even though Minneapolis 
is 900 miles from Graceland, it feels like the other 
way around. | sympathize with the people of 
Minneapolis affected by this tragedy. The last time | 
went over the 1-35 bridge was with THE COOTERS 
and HAPPY BASTARDS in fall of 2006. 

“Can you believe how tiny the Mississippi River 
is up here?" | remarked to my Mississippi boys who 
were present. We had been over Mississippi River 
bridges in every state bordering the river, on tour last 
fall. The bridges in Memphis, Greenville, Vicksburg, 
and New Orleans are humongous compared to 
the 1-35 bridge in Minneapolis and if one of those 
bridges were to collapse, the magnitude of the 
disaster would be unimaginable. 

As a footnote to this column, | would like to 
mention that August 30, 2007 marks the second 
anniversary of the Hurricane Katrina disaster in 
Mississippi and Louisiana. FYI, several of the 
bridges along the Gulf Coast have still not been 
rebuilt 


Some people lie about it, others choose to ignore 
it, in some areas it's whispered about in half-lit 
comers and in other regions it's highly celebrated 
for numerous days on end. Some people look at it 
ав a doom-filled ending while others revere it as an 
exciting beginning. When | went through it | felt I'd 


entered a right of passage and I've only just begun.

The other day | overheard my fiend say in 
conversation that so-and-so should have acted more 
mature and, “She was old! A thirty year old woman 
shouldn't be acting like that!” Somewhat insulted | 
retorted back to my 23 year old friend, "Hey, | heard 
that. You know someday you'll be where | am and you'll 
have to deal, and then you'll understand.” Apologizing 
she quickly responded, “Oh, | don't mean thirty is old. 
This lady was just really immature. I'm sorry. You're 
not old. Anyways, you look young in the face.” Well 
thanks toots (My friends are smart. They know how 
to butter me up). See, the thing is | wasn't offended 
that she indirectly called me old. I was concemed that 
she viewed an older age as a negative aspect of life 
апа that got me thinking. What's 50 great about being 
“Young”? Likewise, what's so bad about being "old"? 

Years ago, when | was a teenager | wanted to be 
older so badly that | thought | would die, just shrivel up 
and die with anticipation. | wanted to get into venues 
to see shows but couldn't | hated being carded for 
cigarettes. | hated being carded for beer. Unlike some 
of you lucky suckers, | never had an older sibling to help 


те out in that department and | rarely hung out with 
people that would contribute to minors. 

Опе day got an insider tip that a specific drive- 
thru on a specific day would sell me alcohol and not 
card me. Woo whee! You better believe | went through 
the drive-thru! | remember to this day the nice girl 
asked, ‘Do you want a hall-rack of Zima or a case?" Not 
knowing the cool, alcohol-specific lingo and also not 
wanting hesitation to reveal my less than appropriate 
зае, | quickly answered, "A case." (Now let's pause so 
you may all finish laughing at my beer choice. And... 
done). 

| kept the case in my trunk. Itlasted for two weeks. 
It was very similar to driving an ice cream truck minus 
the cool tinker-bell music. And, | didnt sell it to kids. 
Not many. Only a couple. My neighbors. Oh, I'm just 
kidding. \ 

Fast forward a few years and guess what | did on 
ту 21st birthday? The day | just couldn't wait for??? 
The day that | would yell from the rooftops, “Hey world! 
I'm 21 now. Look at me! You сап card me all you want 
but I'm buying that beerll Hahahahaaaa! The joke's on 
you.” Yeah, well, | did nothing, | sat with my cat by my 
lonesome in my apartment.

Ignore 
that fact that | worked full time, paid my own rent and 
bills, and took care of myself and had so for years 
was not an "independent." The only way | could qualify 
was to bare a child, serve in the military, be married, 
or be 24 years old. Now com on. . this bureaucratic 
age limitation was starting to become a bit unnerving. 
| tumed 21. I did my time but no, yet another hurdle to 
overcome. Soon enough it all started making perfect 
sense to me - Im old enough to independently buy 
cigarettes, buy beer, and independent enough to die in 
a war for my country but I'm not independent enough to 
receive financial ald for education. | don't think Einstein 
would have approved. 

Overall, | didn't enjoy my 20's all that much. Some 
parts were okay and fun but the bad parts grossly 
outweighed the good stuff. | don't blame anyone. | liken 
it to a person who is bad at bowling, when every throw 
is a gutter ball, whether fast or slow. Yep, | was just bad 
at being 20-something and ten years didn't improve 
my odds all that much. To be fair, | made great friends, 
finally moved to a place I could сай home, played in four 
different bands, and pushed forward. Did | leam a lot? 
Yes. Do | think those were the best years of my life? 
No. Do | wish to be 24 again? Ней по. Eff a bunch of 
twenties, | say. 

Now that I've been 30 years old for 5 months | 
have to tell you, it's been the BEST five months I've ever 
had and the prospects are only getting better. Some of 
you may think its just an early onset of mental dementia 
and that's why | can't remember ever having such a 
better time, but you're wrong. | fully embrace the thirty- 
something years and eagerly await what's around that 
corner. This may not have been, or is now the case for 
many of you but my twenties were filled with Who am 
I? Where am | going? Why am 1 here? What should | 
be doing instead of what ат doing? How do | get out? 
ls it okay with the family? My friends? Myself? Ughh, | 
finally feel secure and peaceful with my life. | now feel 
Үт at full liberty to live it up, laugh loudly out loud, make 
excuses to no one, and be armed with knowledge and 
wisdom that will keep me from falling into those historic 
pitfalls. I by no means have all the answers and I'l never 
stop evolving and growing, changing and rearranging. 
‘What | do have now is the simply realization that | will 
enjoy Ие and never subscribe to an age preconception 
of how I should act and who | should be.

“what's so great about being young and bad about being 
old?" Кв cliché but true, you're only as old, or as young, 
ав you feel inside, | think the term ‘youth’ has less to 
do with age and more to do with still being fascinated 
with Не, still wanting to learn, still wanting to experience 
new adventures, and not allowing the trivial to keep 
you down. On the other hand, | think ‘old’ describes 
attitudes content with stagnancy and doesn't properly 
describe age. So, there's nothing great about being 
young and bad about being old that isnt bad about 
being young and good about being old. Additionally, it's 
presumptuous of a younger aged person to determine.

The CD's 
were released on the Fistolo Records, the 
label run by MISCHIEF BREW founder Erik 
Petersen and partner Denise Vertucci. | 

have come to know them through a couple 
of years of correspondence as well as 
running into each other on various tours and 
festivals. After several missed opportunities 
for a live interview during the past two years, 
I thought an email interview may be better 
for our busy schedules. These questions 
were answered by Erik during a break in 
their latest North American tour. MISCHIEF 
BREW (as well as Erik Petersen solo) have 
several demos, EPs and full length releases 
available and | recommend checking them 
out. Erik and friends also put on a spirited 
live show and are surely not to miss! -Dan

Is MISCHIEF BREW a full on band or is it Erik 
Petersen accompanied by random friends? 


A little bit of both, actually! It's become more of a 
band over the years. In the studio we've had lots of 
accompaniment and collaboration, with people from 
various bands and projects chipping in (LEFTOVER 
CRACK, WORLD/INFERNO FRIENDSHIP SOCIETY, 
GUIGNOL). Live, it's pretty much a three-piece... 
and random assortment of friends indeed. The 
current line-up is myself on guitar and voice, Shawn 
St. Clair on bass, and Chris “Doc” Kulp on drums, 
percussion, trumpet, marimba... Pretty much any 
other instrument. 1 feel like I'm part of a tiny circus. 


How did you get started doing acoustic 
performances? Did it start as purely a solo act? 


It ай started by accident... In the later years of THE 
ORPHANS, | was fascinated with the idea that 
rebellion in music didn'toriginate in punk rock. Woody 
Guthrie's “Pretty Boy Floyd” has all the elements 
of a punk song. Travelling, Robin Hood bandits, 
outlaws, shooting the deputy... It was nothing new, 
even in punk circles: even beyond THE POGUES, 
THE LEVELLERS, and Billy Bragg, there was also 
bands like CHUMBAWAMBA, BLYTH POWER (ex- 
MOB and ZOUNDS) that combined punksong with 
folksong. Meanwhile, | got into more traditional 
folksingers like Pete Seeger, Stan Rogers, Utah 
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Phillips... All what you could call radical storytellers. 
| started listening to Gypsy music, jazz, old country. 
a lot of LPs from the dollar bin in thrift stores. All of 
it came together as inspiration for me, | wanted a 
band, but for whatever reason it never happened... 
зо 1 started playing solo at punk shows. 


Can you tell us a little about your previous music 
experience? Who were THE ORPHANS? 


THE ORPHANS was the first band | was in that 
actually got our shit together enough to play.shows 
and make a record. | grew up on rap music, then 
got into metal, then heard the DEAD KENNEDYS 
while skateboarding and it all took off from there. | 
remember a teacher at my high school gave me a 
beat up cassette copy of DEAD KENNEDYS Plastic 
Surgery Disasters. | heard the song Terminal 
Preppie and it all suddenly made sense. | had never 
felt so liberated hearing а song. Then from there 
ме got into BLACK FLAG, 7 SECONDS, CIRCLE 
JERKS... in retrospect, I'm glad I got into old school 
punk first before bands like NOFX, GREEN DAY... 
the old stuff seemed much more real and pure. So 
THE ORPHANS were basically fast snotty punk rock. 
I think that my time in THE ORPHANS was the best, 
just because at that time in my life | needed to feel 
liberated through song: authority figures, teachers, 
parents all coming at me from different angles telling 
me all this was just a phase. It wasn't a phase, now 
I'm almost 30 and I've been playing punk rock for 
half my life, 


Do you come from a musical background? How 
were you exposed to traditional folk music and 
what brought you to playing this style? 


Well, | always listened to music growing up, | took 
piano lessons when | was very young... My mom 
played a little piano and my dad had an acoustic 
guitar which eventually became mine. But traditional. 
folk, never. | feel lucky that the first music format | 
understood was vinyl and cassette, not digital files. 


What sort of shows do you play and are you 
more comfortable in front of some audiences 
than others? Do you ever get heckled when you 
play at punk shows? 


1 play ай sorts of shows with all types of bands. I'm 
not really sure why, but my songs seem to cross 
musical boundaries, with people from all walks of life 
getting into the music and appreciating it. Beyond the 
subculture: “normal” people, for lack of a better term. 
I'm pretty open to any type of audience. But overall, 
it's even а mystery to me as to why the music spans 
beyond the boundaries of punk and anarchism. As 
far as heckling goes, I've been heckled but | can 
roll with it. | heckle back. When MISCHIEF BREW 
played Lexington this drunk dude in the front took 
off his shirt and kept whipping it at me. So | kicked 
him in the chest. But overall, | consider MISCHIEF 
BREW a punk band. We're rooted in the punk scene 
and have anarchist-punk ideals. No matter where 
we venture to, however | grow as a songwriter, | 
don't think Ill ever shed that. | mean, hell, we cover 
RUDIMENTARY PENI! 


Do you always play alternative places and 
events? Have you ever played traditional old- 
school folk events? In your opinion what is the 
most bizarre show you have played? 


Usually alternative places and events, that's where 
| feel most at home. Because the music transcends 
genre-boundaries, | do indeed end up working 


with older folkies now and again. | like doing it, it's 
funny watching the young punks come and go crazy 
in front of all their parents. As far as the weirdest 
show, that's tough. In the early days | played this 
commune in Poughkeepsie, the people at the house 
didn't even know | was scheduled to play, and then 
all of a sudden alll these anti-Hudson-River-Pollution 
activists showed up and put their рајата on and 
had me play in front of a hearth fireplace. There 
were long-haired guinea pigs running around with 
sharp fucking teeth that would bite me. That was 
pretty weird. 


Do you think that acoustic-punk is becoming 
accepted in the mainstream now that AGAINST 
ME has been signed by a major label? 


1 think of AGAINST ME as more of a rock band now 
than a folk punk band. But maybe, who knows? 
With bands like FLOGGING MOLLY and GOGOL 
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BORDELLO headlining huge festivals, it's definitely 
a sign that mainstream punk is integrating sounds 
from different cultures. | think on the whole, that's a 
good thing. I'm personally not interested in anything 
in the realm of the mainstream, it's never been my 
thing. But | also have no problem with AGAINST ME 
either. I've never been one to get upset when a band 
gets huge. | think it's funny. | remember when punk 
houses resonated with the whole “GREEN DAY sold 
out” argument. Then it was RANCID. Then it was 
CHUMBAWAMBA. Now it's AGAINST ME. They're 
just the hot band to hate. Yet, | never hear, “GOGOL 
BORDELLO” sold out. Which is probably because 
GOGOL BORDELLO wasn't rooted in the DIY punk 
scene. This scene we're in is very unforgiving when 
it comes to bands getting popular. As a side note, 
let me just say that | think GOGOL BORDELLO 
is a bit overrated. Check out bands like BALKAN 
BEAT BOX, FIREWATER, WORLD/INFERNO 
FRIENDSHIP SOCIETY, ROMASHKA, GUIGNOL... 
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There are tons of "Gypsy-punk' style bands that do 
it way better and less gimmicky. 


Please tell me a little about Fistolo Records - for 
example what does the name mean? When did 
you start it and why? You have recently done 
some non-accoustic/folk bands - will there be 
more of this in Fistolo's future? 


Fistolo pretty much started along with MISCHIEF 
BREW. Denise and | started all this together. She's 
always been more organized than me.. and She 
was the one took it to a new level. She used to 
book shows in Baltimore (THE ORPHANS actually 
cancelled on her once at the last minute, before | 
knew herl), and she did silkscreening, which was 
another thing | never did. So we had patches 
and T-shirts, the first MISCHIEF BREW demo, old 
ORPHANS 7% and tapes... all of a sudden we had a 
little catalog and a mailing list. Eventually we made 
‘enough money to put out the first official MISCHIEF 
BREW CDep Bakenal, so we realized, "I guess we 
have a label.” Fistolo is the name of a devil in Italian 
folklore. We're both 5096 Italian and love Italy, plus it 
fit with the whole theme of deviltry, mischief, trouble- 
making, anarchism. Like everything else, it started 
by accident. We never really planned it out or really 
thought we'd end up releasing stuff by other bands, 
but now we have. 

Asfarasthenon-acoustic stuff, yeah, | definitely 
didn't want Fistolo to be pigeonholed as solely 
releasing one genre of music. | definitely thought 
there wasn't a label that represented acoustic- 
esque punk bands. These bands would always be 
the odd band out on another label. But we also had 
THE ORPHANS discography in our catalog... and 
later started working with WITCH HUNT just when 
people started writing us off as a folk punk label! 
We also helped release the STOCKYARD STOICS/ 
FILAMENTS split 7", which I'm totally excited 


about. Overall, | consider the label "Carnivalesque 
Punk Rock." Not so much defined by a sound, but 
а feeling, а tone, а mood. Punk rock is kind of a 
circus anyway... traveling, collectivism, the bizarre 
and outlandish. Definitely expect all sorts of styles 
in Fistolo's future. 


You have recently released an exclusive online 
collection of your early demos at downloadpunk. 
com. What brought about the decision to do an 
online exclusive? Will there ever be a physical. 
version of this release? 


I's kind of funny... The physical version of this 
release is being released on cassette by Dead 
Format, which is a tape-only label from the Lehigh 
Valley, PA. So you got the modern online exclusive 
оп one end, and the old school demo tape on the 
other! But as far as а CD version, not at this time. 
We've toyed with the idea of releasing the first demo. 
Mirth as a limited benefit CD or something. 

But like it or not, punk has translated into the 
digital realm. Major labels were too slow to accept 
this, and they wasted tons of time, money, and 
resources doing stupid shit like suing file-sharers. 
They shut down Napster, which was certainly far 
from a political entity... yet the closest thing to 
anarchism to happen to music, maybe ever. It was 
a revolution, not in the sense of a bloody revolt... 
but more like the printing press. It filled a gap, 
liberates people by putting the tools in their hands. 
All of a sudden, major labels aren't needed. Now, 
1 also think artists need to be compensated for 
their work... we're all taking time off work to tour, 
record... and this shit costs serious money to do. 
The "market" is still growing and changing. At this 
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point in ту Ше, | see a store like downloadpunk. 
com as a great thing. It's a sub-project of Hopeless 
Records. When we email them, the owner writes 
us back, always thanking us for working with them. 
You can control all your releases better than any 
other online store, and manage each individual artist 
page. We still sell through iTunes but we like to do 
ай our exclusives through downloadpunk. Just to 
keep it in the family. | don't think the CD format is 
dead yet and | don't know if it will completely die. 
But its also funny to hear punks lamenting the death 
of the compact disc... | remember when bands were 
scoffed for releasing stuff on CD. So vinyl won't die, 
and now there are tape-only labels again... CDs will 
get cheaper to do or bands will be forced to be more 
creative with their packaging. 


How would you describe the state of the punk 
movement in Philly these days? My own 
‘experiences over the last few years have been 
pretty intense - is this always the case or is 
my perception that warped by only being there 
during big festivals? 


1 have а love/hate relationship with Philadelphia. 
Recently I've been shit-talking it, probably too 
much... all the bigger clubs are owned by larger 
booking entities that masquerade as independent 
promoters. Plenty of 21+ shows. After the Pointless 
Fest riot and fiasco, everyone talked shit on R5, 
but it wasn't R5's fault. | think R5 is a great thing. 
Because when you get to the level of BRIGHT EYES 
or AGAINST ME, at least these bands can come to 
Philly and play a non-Live Nation/Clear Channel 
show. | think that's important. What Philly really 
lacks now is а mid-sized all ages punk venue, like 
ABC No Rio or Charm City Art Space in Baltimore. 
There are basements for sure, but they come and 
go so frequently. 


Speaking of festivals, do you know if there will 
ever be another Pointless Fest? Do you think 
such gatherings are worth doing in spite of 
being magnets for idiots and trouble? 


There will never be another Pointless Fest, that's 
for sure. It's really unfortunate. As with most things 
that get fucked up in the punk scene, it’s usually the 
actions of a few careless idiots. I think the concept 
of the fest is a great thing, because on the whole 
what we are involved in is a punk community. And 
it's a great way to bring bands together from different 
countries into the same line-up, get old friends. 
together. Is it worth it? Well, nothing is worth people 
getting mugged or sexually assaulted, or beaten 
and arrested. The tension between the hardworking 
people in the punk community and the ‘scumfucks’ 
is building up... and after what | saw first hand at 
the last fest, | don't think Philly will be the final fest- 
gone-bad. Granted Philly cops aren't known for their 
compassion and de-escalating skills. But | also don't 
think we should be giving up, settling for "well, | 
guess we can't have fests anymore” just because of 
a relatively small group of apathetic assholes. 


Who is the Pirate Pug? Anyone who knows you 
will well knows about your love of pugs - would 
you say obsession is an appropriate term? 


Hal Obsession, very appropriate! The Pirate Pug 
is actually а Frug (French Bulldog/Pug mix) that we 
adopted а while back, named Tiggy. He only has 
one eye, and we have to take care of his other eye. 
There's so much wrong with dog-breeding. 1 don’t 
necessarily think licensed AKC breeders are the 
problem. Men in Black made pugs really popular 


(ust like The Omen made Rottweilers popular in the 
States). Puppy Mills and shady breeders churn out 
these poor dogs, and they're all inbred and taken 
away from their mothers too young, and they all 
have health problems. Pugs naturally have a lot 
of health problems, and people get them because 
they're cute, but then realize what a pain in the 
ass they are... and have to give them up. So we 
work with pug rescues. We will never have another 
Puppy again (unless it's rescued). Rescuing dogs 
is expensive and a lot of responsibility. There are 
зо many problems with dogs in America, so many 
unwanted dogs put down each year. | just love pugs, 
| can't explain it. Maybe cause they look like trolls. 
But yeah, anyone thinking about getting a pug: be 
advised that the puppies are maniacs, and they can 
have а lot of health problems. I'd suggest looking 
into rescues and no-kill shelters if you're looking for 
а specific breed of dog. But getting back to your 
question, we made Pirate Pug stickers with Tiggy's 
face on it to help pay for his eye surgery. More info 
about this (and all Mischief Brew/Fistolo matters)

And some 
of you have played in bands together. What 
other bands have you been in before this one, 
and how did INHASTE come to be? Would you 
say you have any major influences or specific 
styles that you look to? 

Joe) Me, Nate and Levon started in SHITLIST. 
| moved to Seattle and started that up with Jim, 
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Levon and Ryan, and Jim and Ryan continued 
on to do CONSUME and now DEATHRAID with 
Levon. Its all pretty incestuous... 

PE) So it's basically a big cluster-fuck then? 
Joe) Yeah. 

Derek) Me and Nathan also played in a band 
called RAZED before that 

Nathan) So it kind of came together from all that. 
And trying out a couple of bass players, before 
Ben convinced us. 

Derek) Ben offered his services drunk one night... 
(laughter) 

Ben) Hotel peer, that's my roll in this journey! 


PE) Would you say that you have any particu- 
lar influences, or that you borrow from any 
particular styles or genres? 


Levon) We borrow from Rizzy rock... 

Nathan) It's been HAIL OF RAGE up to now. 
Levon) We like hardcore music, but we try to 
keep it as original as possible. And fun and in- 
teresting. 


PE) The record that came out was recorded 
here, right? 

Joe) Yes. 

PE) It sounds really good by the way, I thought 
the quality was awesome. Which to me is 
something that is really important. When you 
listen to punk music, just because it's DIY it 
shouldn't sound like shit! 

Levon) Joe's put a lot of effort into the recording. 
PE) You can definitoly tell it's professional qual- 


ity. 
Ben) This was our 4th attempt at recording these 


songs. Which is one of the problems of having 
your own studio. 

Derek) When you have time and you have to pay 
by the hour... 

PE) | Understand that! 

Derek) It's less rushed this way. 

PE) How did you come to decide to do the 
recording yourself? Is it something that coin- 
cided with you gathering materials? 

Ben) It started when | came in and all the music 
was layed down. Hey, do you want to play bass 
on this album? 

(Laughter) 

PE) Joe, had you been doing recordings be- 
fore hand? 

Joe) Yeah, for the last 3 or 4 years now. 

PE) And you've been recording other bands 
as well then? 

Joe) Yeah. This is the studio right here that we 
are sitting in. It's called Low-cut studios. 

PE) So if bands were interested in doing re- 
cordings. 
Joe) Totally. Get in touch. (http:/www.myspace. 
comi/joerizzi) 

PE) That's good to know. There are plenty of 
bands that may come through Seattle on tour 
and want to stop for an extra period of time to 
do a recording, but may not know or have a 
point of reference. 

Derek) CAPITALIST CASUALTIES just recorded 
here too 

Levon) Some other good local bands recorded 
here too, THE GREATEST HITS and SANCTUM, 
SCARY BEAR, GREY. 


PE) So INHASTE has gone on a couple of 
tours together... any particularly interesting 
tour stories you want to share with the pub- 
lic? 

All) Laughter 

Derek) We just did a tour across Canada... we 
had some serious van issues. Not to mention 
that we were driving a short bus and were getting 
about less than 10 miles to the gallon. We ran out 
of gas, The glass top busted out ahead, the rain 
was pouring down in Manitoba. 

Ben) Out in the middle of nowhere. We might as 
well have been 30 leagues under the sea. 
Derek) Stopping at gas stations out in the middle 
of nowhere trying to find something to seal the 
glass with. | can't remember what wo bought, 
some kind of bullshit. 

PE) Was it winter? 

Derek) It was September. 

PE) So it was cold... 

Derek) It wasn't too bad. It got cold on the way 
back. 

Ben) We did a West Coast tour as well down 
the coast to San Fransisco and Oakland, into 
Tijuana 

PE) You did go into Tijuana? 

Ben) Yeah, it was great. Really great. At the Do- 
berman. And then Alan from Long Beach set up 
a show in Long Beach and that was a really good 
show as well. 

Derek) We played with BUMBKLAATT for all the 
southern California and Mexico shows. 

PE) Those guys are awesome! How did the 
people in Tijuana respond to you guys? 
Nathan) People going off the hook, buying mer- 
chandise, supporting the band as a whole, and 


not just showing up to be there. 

PE) Yeah I found that to be a pretty exhilarat- 
ing experience to play a show there as well. 
Derek) | think that most bands don't take the time 
to go to Mexico. 

PE) | think it's important that bands do go. It's 
only a couple hours away from Southern Cali- 
fornia, a lot of those kids can't get across the 
border. So bands can go as far south as San 
Diego, but if they don't go into TJ, they miss 
the show. It's well worth going for the expe- 
rience and to play to a group of people that 
might otherwise not be able to see you. 


PE) How was Canada? 

Ben) Montreal was great 

Derek) We did 3 shows in and around the area. 
Ben) Vancouver, Edmonton and Montreal were 
really great. And then we were playing weekdays 


А 


in between 

Derek) We didn't have a record out before. We 
had CDs to sell with us, but we were kind of an 
unknown commodity. 

Levon) We toughed it out making it to the Ed- 
monton show though! We were driving about 30 
miles an hour with a fucking broken fuel pump for 
hours that day. And then we had to get towed to 
Jasper. We had our shit picked up, went back lo. 
Edmonton, played at midnight, 1 am. 

Ben) | hope this makes it into the print- we 
trumped Edmonton at basketball! We played em 
at 3 in the morning! 

Levon) So we go to bed at 4 in the morning, wake 
up at 7, backtrack to the van 3 and a half hours, 
where they hadn't even started working on our 
van yet... we got some good Chinese food... 
Derek) We had to skip Saskatoon at that point, 
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Winepeg was the next point. Got to Winepeg- 
Levon) That was 34 hours or something? 

Derek) Yeah. We played, got back in the van, and 
drove to Montreal 

Nathan) That was another 10 or so hours... 

Ben) Almost 20! 

Derek) Canada’s really hard to tour like that, just 
because everything is so far apart. 
PE) Would you recommend 
bands? 

Derek) Yeah! If you got the records out... 

Ben) Don't try to do it in the 9 miles to the gal- 
lon gas guzzler! Get Triple A. Or the Canadian 
equivalent. 

Levon) There was that one stretch that we ran 
out of gas, and it was 435 Kilometers til the next 
station. (180-200 miles) 

Derek) The guy wouldn't bring us gas until | told 
him that we were on tour...

PE) Who writes the lyrics for the songs? Is it 
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a joint effort among folks? 

Nathan) Mostly Derek. 

PE) You write most of them? 

Derek) Yeah. There's one song on the record that 
Joe wrote, and | wrote the rest of them. 

Joe) It was actually a SHITLIST song. That 
carried over, never recorded. 

PE) Would you say that you have any specific 
subjects that you are trying to get across in 
your lyrics? 

Derek) | don't know. On the album, probably half 
are more personally related because of where 
my life was at the time. | wrote those when I first 
joined the band and we recorded those. The oth- 
er ones | would say they aren't politically related, 
but | would say more environmental, with the 
state of the world. That seems to be where most 
of my interest is, and what | think about most of 
the time when | write lyrics. | have a degree in 
Ecology and Conservation. That is my slant on 
most things... | just try to write to whatever gets 


a reaction. 

PE) So you write about things that are actu- 
ally important to you. 

Nathan) Are you trying to teach, or is Па release 
of your own anger? 

Derek) It's hard to teach anybody anything in a 2 
minute punk song. But you hope that you will talk 
about a subject that... 

PE) That raises some ideas and questions? 
Derek) Sure. | mean, that's how | got into a lot of 
political thinking was listening to bands that were 
very political and it got me to think about it. Peo- 
ple talk about preaching to the converted, but 13 
year old kids aren't necessarily the converted... 


PE) (To Ben) How have you found being a par- 
ent, and how has that balance worked with 
also being in a band? 

Ben) It's great. | have а lot of excuses to skip 
practice. 

PE) Do you feel like you are incorporating 
punk rock ideals into your parenting? 

Ben) Absolutely, It was a huge part about having 
а kid in the first place. It wasn't really а state- 
ment, but it was more | like where my life is, and 
where people's lives around me are, especially 
in relation to the scene and the rest of the world. 
I thought it was really important not only to bring 
somebody up in that scene, but to stay in a band 
as well, to show that there is a way of life to that. | 
thought it would be cool as a kid to go on tour as 
well. То go see my dad's bands play. 

PE) Any words of wisdom for the readers? 
How to balance a family and a touring band? 
Ben) Yeah... words of wisdom... | think a strong 
partnership is the biggest part of that. | couldn't 
do it without my girlfriend. There's no way. That's 
paramount. It changes a lot of my views about 
single parenthood as well. I's always possible, 
and there's a stigma attached to it, but | stil think 
that there's a stigma for a reason. A kid can't have 
the same kind of upbringing when you're forced 
to work and drop a kid off at daycare... it's a ho- 
mogenized way of getting into the system way 
early. It starts at birth in that situation, Whereas | 
hope that by the time my son is 5, when he goes 
into whatever school we put him into, that he has 
that buffer zone of a few years before he gets 
plunged into that systematic thinking where he's 
just one of 20 or 30 kids every day. 

Derek) Plus we feel like we have to babysit Ben a 
lot, so we feel it's his tum. 

(Laughter) 

Ben) He doesn't really run around in the same 
fashion as | do. 

PE) Well, he can't run yet! 


PE) Just a little politics...In the song lyrics 
from "Empires crumble", talking about kids, 
basically, getting sent off to war. To any of 
you guys, what are your opinions on the cur- 
rent state of affairs and the US's international 
relations? Do you see anything with the right 
wing administration, Bush etc. and the so- 
called empire that they are trying to create- 
do you see it crumbling? Do you have any 
thoughts on what's going to happen in the 
next presidential election? 

Levon) Obviously if something doesn't change 
we're gonna be in deep shit. One thing that | 
noticed that's kind of parallel to the US policy 


towards taking оп soldiers from other countries, 
they are actually offering citizenship if they join 
the army. Which is exactly what Rome had to do, 
they had to take on foreign citizens because their 
own were too lazy, ог apathetic. 

Derek) | don't know if they were apathetic, they 
just weren't interested in fighting for empires. 
Why would we care about the acquisition of re- 
sources or lands in places we'll never see? 

Ben) Forced apathy though, when we are being 
fed through the media and television that we get 
channeled through. We don't live in the middle 
east so everything that we are seeing is filtered 
through in some way, There's that kind of discon- 
nect that we aren't really experiencing that. And 
then the money that we donate to our govern- 
ment by paying taxes is going to that. And that's 
kind of the same thing with meat, when it shows 
up at a store and it's all neat and packaged, its 
not the same thing as going out and seeing it 
killed. It's the same thing in the US, we're so far 
away...We can see through our TV what's going 
on over there, we don't see the connection be- 
tween that and our daily lives. At this point, I'm 
curious to see what goes on in the next election, 
| think there is going to be less and less interest 
because people feel more distant from their gov- 
ernment. They're saying that people are going to 
be outraged- 

Levon) Look what's already been happening! 
Ben) They've been saying that since I've been 
alive...it doesn't seem like anything can piss peo- 
ple off enough that any real change can happen 
PE) | think it's interesting that you bring up 
the idea of giving out free citizenship for go- 
ing to war, while at the same time the US is 
trying to shut off borders and make it more 
difficult for people to gain citizenship. It's an 
old ploy to take the disenfranchised and the 
poor and have them fight a battle that has 
nothing to do with them. 

Ben) | think the immigration thing is a total red 
herring though, it has such a minute aspect of 
what is going on in this country, and it's taken 
up so much of people's interest. And that actually 
just shows you right there that is something that 
happens in our own yard. People get pissed off 
about that, bul they aren't getting mad at politi- 
cians or their aides who are getting off sentences 
from corruption charges by getting pardoned 
from our president. It's amazing 

Derek) And everyone refuses to look at the root 
causes of the problem, It's the same with the 
9/11 attacks. People just think well, they're ter- 
rorists. Well, there's a reason that there are ter- 
rorists, and that they are willing to do the things 
they do, same reason that there's a reason that 
people want to come to the US. And if you're 
just going to build a wall, it's not going to do 
any good in the grand scheme of things from 
keeping people from wanting to come here 
Because the differences in the economy are 
still there. No one's willing to work to better the 
quality of life, say in Latin American countries... 
they just want to build a wall to keep people 
out 


PE) We're almost done... so just for shits and 
igles, say that you are stranded on a desert 
island, and on this desert island there hap- 
pens to be a working record player. You're 


given one record to take with you to listen to 
for all eternity. What is it and why? 

(hushed silence follows...) 

Ben) I'd say Beethoven's 9th. If it's all eternity, 
and it's the only thing | could listen to, give me 72 
minutes at least. 

Levon) Good call! Mine would have to be Sgt. 
Pepper's Lonely Hearts. Из my favorite record, 
has been my whole life, since | was a kid 

Derek) I think I would probably pick a NEW MOD- 
EL ARMY album, but I'm not sure which one. It 
changes all the time. | probably would have said 
NEUROSIS a couple years ago. but now I think it 
would be NEW MODEL ARMY. 

PE) It is a tough question. | listen to different 
things depending on what mood I'm in, or if 
the weather changes. | had a hard time trying 
to think how | would answer this question. 
Nathan) Gan | bring a tape recorder and a micro- 
phone to make my own album? 

Joe) | would find a recording of nature sounds. 
Nathan) Of my record collection, what | have 
now, of all those records if | had to take one, | 
think га take David Bowie's Hunky Dory. It has 
one of my favorite tunes ever on it. 

Joe) How long do you think it would take to get 
deathly sick of it? 


(Laughter) 


PE) Do you have any other comments? That 
was it for my questions, Anything big or im- 
portant that | missed? Any upcoming releas- 
es? 

Nathan) We do have 6 new songs, we're well on 
the way to а new album, 

Ben) | do want to say that I'm really glad that 
Derek our singer is with us. Derek had a heart 
attack and died 

Derek) | didn't have a heart attack, it was a саг- 
diac arrest. My heart is back to normal now, | was 
playing soccer and my heart stopped beating. | 
was dead for 10 minutes. | was clinically dead. 
Ben) Now he doesn't have to help carry any of. 
the equipment, since it has magnets in il! 


PE) No other comments? We look forward to 
hearing your next recording! Thanks guys.

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HUMAN ERROR hail from Budapest, 
Hungary and have been playing 

grind and crust since the later 90's. 

We became aware of the band a 

couple years ago and have been 
corresponding with members ever 
since. Upon hearing a demo recording 
for a new full length release, we agreed 
that we would put it out on Profane 
Existence. By the time the recording 
and art were assembled for this project 
now called Life Sentence, PE had fallen 
on tough financial times and the project 
was put on hold for the the past year. 

In the meantime a CD version has 

been released on EBM Records from 
Mexico. By the time this magazine hits 
the streets, the LP vinyl version should 
finally be at the pressing plant and 
available in October. This interview was 
conducted by Dan for PE while the band 
was preparing to leave for a small tour 
of ROMANIA and BULGARIA.. 
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Can you please give a brief history of the 
band? Who are the members, where are you 
from, and how long have you been around? 
Can you briefly list your recorded releases 
to date? 


Hello! Human Error formed in 1996 and at that 
lime the band was pure grindcore. We had 
many, many members and lineup changes in 
the band. Csiga (6-string), Dr. Slayer (4-string) 
and Gabor (me, vocals) are from Budapest and 
our new drummer Toto is from Gyor. Csiga, 
Dr. Slayer and me have been together for six 
years now, and Toto joined the band around a 
half year ago. We've had the most problems in 
the lineup with drummers, but it seems that we 
found the “real” guy!! Our releases are Another 
Bloody Intervention (1999), Ahead to knowhere 
(2001), Torture culture (2004) and Life Sentence 
(2006). 


1 would say that musically you have a sound 
that takes influences from late 80's UK crust 
and early grind bands like NAPALM DEATH? 
Is that observation correct? What are some 
other influences on your sound? 


Yes that is absolutely correct!! We grew up on 
NAPALM DEATH, ENT, DISCHARGE, etc., but 
we have other influences too: hardcore punk 
bands (both old and new), old Hungarian punk, 
and a lot of metal! 


How often do you play at home? Tour? What 
do HUMAN ERROR do for their real jobs? 


When we have a normal lineup we play about 
two limes in a month. At home we play mostly 
in Budapest, but also other cities like Szerencs 
plus some punk festival like the Freefest (a good 
punk festival that is absolutely not for profit). We 
also play outside the border and have been 
to places like Czech Republic, Croatia, and 
Slovakia many times. We have also played in 
Germany, Austria, Ukraine, Italy, Slovenia etc. 
We are currently getting ready to leave for a 
small tour to Romania and Bulgaria. When we 
are not in HUMAN ERROR, | am a gardener. 
Csiga works in a furniture store, Toto is studying, 
and Dr. Slayer works in the земен! 


Has being from so deep in Eastern Europe 
made it difficult to get gigs and be taken 
seriously in Western Europe? What other 
countries have you played it? 


No | don't think so that it is too difficult to get 


gigs, we have played in many places now and 
we have earned a bit respect over the years. 
Taken serious? Maybe it is more difficult. You 
know we have fewer opportunities than a 
band from Western Europe: less money, fewer 
places to play (in Hungary), harder to buy good 
instruments, and we must have a "normal" 
job beside the band. In Hungary we don't 
have culture for this kind of extreme-hardcore 
punk either. We had good and fast bands in 
the 805, but not this kind of music... we were 
the first band to play crust punk in Hungary 
back in 1996. It took a long time for people 
to understand what kind of music we were 
make. And of course a bands from Sweden or 
England are taken seriously because it can't 
be 50000 shit... ha-ha... But we can't complain 
because we have many gigs and everything is 
going well for us! 


You seem to straddle the line between both 
the DIY punk and grind “scenes.” Do you 
feel equally accepted by both? 


Maybe a bit more accepted by the DIY punk 
scene. In the beginning HUMAN ERROR was 
pure grindcore, but later we started playing the 
kind of music we do now. Today we play almost 
always on DIY punk gigs just about everywhere 
in Europe 


The year delay with your LP being released by 
Profane Existence must be very frustrating 
for you, Is the delay the reason you asked 
EBM Records to help with the CD version? 
How has the reaction to the CD version been 
50 far? 


This delaying was not so good, but delay was not 
only your fault and we haven't been frustrated 
and Me decided to have the CD released by 
EBM because they told us they could release 
it fast and were impatient to see it in our hands 
Before us they released a CD from another 
Hungarian band JACK. They recommended 
EBM we decided that this is a good solution 
They released it in less than two months and we 
are really satisfied with their work. We have had 
really good response of the CD worldwide, José 
Luis, the guy who runs EBM, has done a really 
good promotioning the CD and has gotten it all 
over the world 


How did it come about to have your cover 
artwork drawn by Eric Drooker? Was this 
created specifically for your record or was 
it something of his you liked and asked 
permission to use? 


1 was looking on the internet and found his site. 
1 love the artwork he makes, so | wrote to him 
about the concept of the cover. He replied that 
we can use this artwork on the cover but we 
ended up using artwork he had already made. 


Do you think being on released on PE is 
going to help you get shows outside Eastern 
Europe? What are some places you would 
like to go on tour? 


Yes, first of all in the States ha-ha!! But seriously

think so! You know PE has а "good пате" and 
everyone in the DIY HC punk scene knows 
about it. | think if we try to play somewhere and 
PE has released our stuff, then it will be much 
easier to organize a gig than If you would not 
release it. | think that being on PE is a good 
chance for a band like us! We want to play 
everywhere—doesn't matter where—but Mexico 
and the States would be the best!! And of course 
South America, Australia, Russia, etc. etc. so 
everywhere and anywhere we can go 


You have songs in both Hungarian and 
English. Why both instead of one or the 
other? 


It's simple, First we wrote lyrics only in English, 
but later we tried a Hungarian song too. We 
liked it so we wrote more Hungarian lyrics, so 
now we have both. That's the best! 


Іп your song "American Dream" you 
comment on mass consumerism as a means 
for mass control. Do you see this system 
taking hold in Hungary and other former 
Soviet countries? 


This song is about the effect of the influx of 
the American culture into Hungary after the 
system changed. This change was a shock 
for people here. In the eighties (and before) 
everybody was mystified by America. In the 
communist times America was the symbol 
of freedom and after the system change it 
“was here". Before the change, you could for 
example, buy only ten products in a shop. 
After the change you could buy 100. So it was 
easy to “fall off the other side of the horse” 
if you understand what | mean. So people 
have taken on ideas, and lifestyles that they/ 
ме saw in TV, heard on the radio, saw on 
the cola bottle, etc... People have taken to 


this consumer culture really fast, too fast in 
Hungary, and | think it happened throughout 
the whole Eastern Bloc 


Do you agree with people who say things 
were better during Communist days? 


No | don't agree with them! I think communism 
was the most destructive and stupid system in 
all Hungarian history! It was communism here 
for 45 years and in the early а days it was only 
the same as Nazism; they made changes in 
class and not race. They killed and destroyed in 
the name of class war not of racism, but it's only 
the same shit. They killed, jailed, tortured, lied, 
and stole everything that you can imagine. Later 
in the sixties it mellowed outa bit and was called 
a soft dictatorship and became more passive. 
The biggest disaster of all is that it destroyed 
peoples’ minds with all the demagogy and the 
stupid slogans. So it is shit now too, but i think 
it's better then how it was...or not better but not 
such and obvious dictatorship. Now it is another 
kind of control, a kind of consumerist dictatorship. 
In а way it is worse than the communist system, 
because it is far more sophisticated. Maybe 
they won't shoot me if | say, “Fuck the prime 
minister.” 


1 was in Budapest with NAUSEA in 1991 and 
it seemed very odd that many places in the 
city still had evidence of what | assumed to 
be the 1956 rebellion (bullet holes and shell 
damage to buildings for example). Have 
things changed since then? Do you think 
Budapest has a chance of being restored to 
it’s former glory the same way that Prague 
has been? 


Yes these things have changed, the buildings 
have been renovated, new buildings built, etc. 

Budapest looks like Berlin or Vienna, but shittier, 
and the people are more butt ugly here! Ha-ha! 
There is now only one building in the tower area 
where they have left these bullet and shells 
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Summer blast tour 2007 
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holes, but these are from the Second World 


War. Now Budapest is like other European 
cities, just that the country is more poor than 
in Western Europe. Budapest can be restored, 
but it is going to be more difficull than it was in 
Prague. Budapest was bombed to the ground 
and the bridges were blown up, so after the war 
the whole city was in ruins. This didn't happened 
to Prague. Maybe sometime the city will be fully 
restored... but not with these leaders we have 
now. Fuck them! 


How has membership in the EEC and NATO 
brought any changes to life in Hungary? Has 
it affected you personally? 


No way! | don't feel anything just that we are 
foolish bitches as Hungary has always been! 
We have always had many oppressors in our 
history, and now kneel to other powers again. 
and we choose it... Из a bunch of shit! 


Are you already working on material for your 
next release? What are your future plans? 


We are writing some new tracks now, but with 
the previous lineup problems we couldn't get 
on so well. Everything is OK now, so the plans 
are to write new songs, and play a lot! Thank 
you for the interview! Greetings to all the true 
faces!!!

Umea, a city with 110,000 inhabitants located far 
in the north of Sweden is well-known world wide to 
be the home of areal bands both in past and at pres- 
ent time. Due to the geographical location, not many 
people visit our town except on tour and therefore | 
wrote this report to show you PE readers what's going 
on up here and hopefully more of you will choose to 
come here on tours or visit us on travels thru Sweden 
and Europe. 

Since the mid 80's we've had an active 
punk/hc-scene in this city, Bands like GARBAGE 
PAILKIDS and RIKA BARN started to play shows 
and the first punk house, Raw Power wrote what 
is now history for the punks around here. During 
the early 90’s the wave of Straight Edge HxC along 
with Veganism became the new hype and bands 
like REFUSED, ABHINANDA, FINAL EXIT among 
others started to play, At this time around 300-700 
kids showed up at the shows and Umea was all 
over the news with animal liberation actions such 
as the burning of several trucks outside a slaugh- 
lerhouse. As the years went by and people got 
older, the movement faded away and during almost 
10 years there were very few visitors at the punk 
shows. Some really good shows was still happen- 
ing at this time as well as the fact that Umea was 
the home of the largest DIY punk festival in Swe- 
den and had bands like ExTxA and 05-13 being the 
hype of the DIY punk community. 

In 2005 things started to move for the better 
again and a lot of new faces started to show up at the 
shows, More and more bands started and things were 
moving forward again. Now, in the summer of 2007 
we have a healthy punk community again with loads 
of active bands, our own space for shows and a lot of 
DIY punk and anarchist activity going оп.

LANGE, DS-13 among others. The style is also kind 
of US 805 HC but more like the CIRCLE JERKS. 
They released their debute LP on Wasted Sounds last 
year called Paranoia. Besides they have toured both 
Europe and China(!!!). They have а new 7" coming 


out anytime. Im not sure but | think | overheard that 
Jonas, the drummer, is moving back to China which 
would mean а long break for them. www.myspace.

One upcoming, less known act is BINGO which 
is part of a collective with a long history. | think they 
started out in Stockholm a few years ago and did a 
split with S. C from Slovakia, About two or three 
years ago they moved the whole band to a small 
village outside Umea. One of the members later 
moved back to Stockholm and one stayed in Umea. 
Now they are two bands located in two cities, plus 
one together playing some sort of singer/songwriter 
stuff, Anyway, the band located here in Umea is 


fucking brutal grindcore / powerviolence and are in- 
fluenced from all sorts of music. | just heard their 
upcoming LP and its the first time in years I've 
heard a record making me feel like this. It's like 
when | first discovered punk and | just want to jump 
around and scream. It's totally pissed off and every 
second something new happens. They make me 
think of bands like MAKILADORAS, RASERBAJS, 
NASUM and shitloads of others all rolled into one 
and they manage to keep it together in a perfect re- 
cording} | tell you people, even if your not a big fan 
of grindcore, get this record when it's coming out be- 
cause it's one of the best I've heard in years! www.

PAINKILLER is another new, upcoming acts | 
have to tell you about. Four quite young kids, including 
Sara who is the singer of AUKTION, playing classic 
Swedish hardcore with heavy metal influences. This 
sounds exactly like TOTALITAR and ANTI-CIMEX, 
but with the anthems of bands like IRON MAIDEN 
and MANOWAR coming in now and then to complete 
the destruction. They have some tracks on MySpace 
recorded with an 8-channel portable studio which are 
really rad and for every time I've seen them they get 
better and better. | would also like to add that this is 
probably the best live act out of Sweden at the mo- 
ment.

Getting our own space. 
Making punk a threat agai 

For several years punks and anarchists in Umea have 
been working to start a punk venue / anarchist centre. 
We've had meetings with politicians, had demonstra- 
tions, squatted a house for several weeks in protest 
against the lack of places for alternative culture. We 
have also been looking at the options of renting ог 
even buying a place. | can tell you that we've been 
quite frustrated from time to time, working our asses 
off without getting any result and having punk shows 
in a moldy basement (where we smelled like shit ev- 
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ery time we came home) but now a lot of the hard 
work has paid off. 

Last winter, a guy contacted us about starting up 
a place in the city center mainly for rehearsal space. 
We all met and decided to work together to a rent а 
space where, after one year of hard work, we finally 
have a gig space that we can use anytime we want 
for shows, several rehearsal rooms for different styles 
of bands, and a bar / kafé / hangout, This is of course 
some sort of compromise from the original idea. Its 
not all that we wanted, but for this moment it's a good 
start. These days most squats in Europe are under the 
threat of eviction and we'd like to believe it's belter to 
work with more or less legal rented spaces to build a 
good community. The rent is high, and its hard every 
month 1 get enough to pay it, but we are happy to 
have a space where we can be 24 hours a day, without 
any neighbors, to host good DIY punk shows, as well 
as getting together for meetings and activities. We will 
continue to pressure the local politicians for a better, 
larger space as well as working on our own for a place 
were we can gather ай of our ideas such ав having a 
book shop, recording studio, sleeping place etc, but at 
this moment, after years of hard work, we are proud of 
our first victory to make punk and anarchism a threat to. 
the corporations and the government again! 


Vegan Society - our way of life! 

FOLKKÓK — Every Sunday except summer and 
winter holiday these people have served cheap veg- 
an food at the local youth center. The idea is to have a 
place for people to meet as well as showing a positive 
side of the animal rights movement. Punks, hippies 
and all sorts of people meet up here and it is sort of a 
tradition nowadays after several years of activity. This. 
actually started with a group of friends meeting up to. 
соок some good vegan food together in the late 90's 
and during the years the interest grew and it tumed 
into a Sunday vegan café 

The food is good and there is always а cheap 
desert available as well. About 300 people visit the 
FOLKKÓK, which in English is PEOPLE'S KITCHEN, 
every Sunday. This is the place you should definitely 
go to meet punks and other good people if you visit 
Umea! 

YA BASTA! — This is an anarchist organization 
using vegan food both as a way to get money for 
activities as well as а way to meet and discuss ac- 
tions and political issues. They've been around for 


quite some time, but were inactive for a while because 
some members moved, but they have started up 
again in 2007. You can find them serving good vegan 
food as well as animal liberation books, zines, etc at 
most punk shows at this moment and they are looking 
for a place to start having more regular activities. 
Besides these two great groups, Umea has a 
good options for vegan alternatives at most restau- 
rants as well as stores were you can buy ravioli, sau- 
sages, ham, ice cream, desserts and all kinds of other 
good stuff to make it easy living the vegan lifestyle!

Our first exposure to 
Fly’s work was during the early 1990’s 
in the pages of World War 3 Illustrated 
magazine and The Shadow newspa- 
per—although she was activie doing 
what she does long before that. Cur- 
rently Fly is a contributor to Slug and 
Lettuce, Maximumrocknroll and many 
other publications you may or may not 
be familiar with, She also produces her 
own zines and has two collections of 
works published in book form. I am very 
grateful that Fly was able to make time 
in her schedule to paint such a beautiful 
front cover for us, assemble a gallery of 
her works, and answer my questions.

What started you down the path of creative arts? 
Was your first “published” piece of work released 
by yourself or someone else? Do you still produce 
any publications on your own? 


1 have been drawing since before | can remember. It 
Just seemed to be always a necessary part of ту ex- 
istence, so | think it was just written into my 

genes. | have always had a sketchbook 

= even when I didn’t know what that 

was. My first “published” piece 

of work... ummmm... | think it 

was for a pamphlet when | 

got а summer job when | 

маз in high school as a 

"conceptual architect" 
for a historical preser- 
valion society in the 
area that | was liv- 
ing. | had to draw the 
area as it would con- 
ceivably look after a 
proposed restoration 
project that they were 
trying to get funding 
for. When | was in high 
school | also used to 
do calligraphy on cer- 
tificates to make money. 
Then | started spray paint- 

ing t-shirts for the local punk 
haircut house (more on that 
later). | still produce all of my 
own zines. since 1984 or 5. | have 
also had two books published. 


How did being involved with punk help shape your 
philosophy towards creative arts? Do you think the 
punk movement genuinely fostered an atmosphere 
that nurtured the “do it yourself” spirit? 
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This is a very complex question, because | have been 


involved with punk in many different phases and in many 
different capacities. | have changed a lot and "punk" 
has changed a lot. When | was 14 years old, | was in 
London England, and it was 1977. This was the first 
ӛте | saw full-out punks (this was just about the time І 
first heard the RAMONES and | could not зор jumping 
up and down!!). It was incredible! | had 
never seen or heard anything like it 
before. 1 don't quite know how to 
М, describe it, but after that | just 
started to get this idea that 
1 could create my own 
destiny. l'm sure | did 
not have those words 
to describe it at the 
time, but in retro- 
spect that's what it 
was. | had always 
felt like a misfit, 
because my fam- 
iy had moved 
around a lot as | 
was growing up, 
во | could never re- 
ally get the idea of 
stability. When | saw 
these freaky people | 
was sort of scared of 
them, but I also felt like 
| was one of them. It was 
right about this time that | 
was also in the process of 
becoming an extreme athlete 
and | eventually competed inter- 
nationally for years (during high school 
and college). | did a lot of extreme sports like 
running marathons, jumping out of planes, skiing, wa- 
terskiing, even surfed a few times), was on the national 
rowing team, and more too numerous to list. could write 
а novel about these experiences, but | just wanted to 
mention that, because it was a huge part of my life at 
the time. Itis also partly the reason that | suddenly had 
the courage to push myself to the absolute limits. It will 
sound really cheesy but the whole punk thing gave me 
the idea that it was fine to be an outcast. Not only that, 
but you could just do whatever the fuck you wanted and 
it was all about challenging what was expected of you. | 
was very inspired by a line in a Nina Hagen song when 
1was in high school that went, "Be fearless!" and | really 
took that to heart in every aspect of my life. | wanted to 
do everything that | was afraid of—and | did—for years 
(it actually got stupid and dangerous at some points). Му 
first punk bands were the RAMONES, SEX PISTOLS, 
THE CLASH, DEAD KENNEDYS, THE SLITS, X-RAY 
SPEX, and many, many more when I was in high school 
It may seem so cliché and mainstream by now, but at 
the time it was very radical especially since | was in 
а very mainstream town at the time. Some of the stuff 
they were talking about | had no knowledge of, espe- 
cially THE CLASH and DKs, so | really wanted to find 
ош! about it. That was my first venture into real "radical" 
culture. It was also the first time that | really saw the 
intense political collage work of Winston Smith (DKs art- 
ist). Then pretty soon after | would see the work of Gee 
Vaucher (CRASS artist). This artwork had an extreme 
impact on me, though 1 did not think myself capable of 
doing such complex and thoughtful work at the time. 
One of my early paid art jobs was to spray paint t-shirts 
for this local crazy punk hair "salon." It was basically this 
ratty place where the punks hung out, but the guy who 
cut hair was actually really good at it. | cannot remember 
what possessed me to get this idea, because at the time 
1 was still very self-conscious, geeky and shy. | think | 
was about 17 or 18 when | finally got the courage 10 
walk into the place. | was really scared of these liberty 
spiked people: At the time | had no punk friends at all. 
So | finally walked in, | talked to the guy who was cutting 
hair and told him that | could make spray paint t-shirts 
for him to sell. He was so cool. He immediately got me 
io make t-shirts on a regular basis (and actually paid 
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meh. and then eventually he convinced me to be a "hair 
model," He told me | had a really great shaped skull and 
he wanted to experiment. So of course І said yes and 
what | got was a zebra striped Mohawk with rat tails. He 
also shaved designs into the already shaved parts of 
my skull. This was very early 80's and | had never seen 
anything like this! | totally LOVED it! He also actually 
convinced me lo do some (anti)fashion shows, which 
were completely twisted. | learned very quickly that 
people would seriously think | was mentally unbalanced 
due to my appearance. Seriousiy! At this time | was very 
involved in competing internationally as an athlete so it 
was a little tense. "They" want to make sure you are psy- 
chologically stable before you go out and represent your 
country. | had to plan my haircuts around team selection 
time, | can remember one year when | made the team 
and about an hour later | was getting clipped! 

To finally answer your question | would say that | 
was mostly influenced by the attitude of punk: To have 
the courage to flail around for а while before | could ac- 
tually figure out for my self what | wanted to represent 
ав an artist. The punk attitude gave me the courage to 
challenge traditional art forms and to actively question 
everything propagated in the general media - | am sure 
other artists throughout the ages have felt the same 
thing, but for me the catalyst was punk. 

| think the spirit of punk initially fostered a DIY idea 
of life in general for me. It was the first time | think that | 
really opened my eyes and realized that | had the power 
to think for myself. Instead of figuring out how to fit in, 
now | could figure out how to express the fact that | did 
not want to fit in. During high school (and my whole Ме 
actually) | have lived a lot of different places and been 
involved іп many different “punk” and/or “art” communi- 
ties. | have been part of many collectives, but when | 
finally arrived in New York City in the late 80's, it was like 
1 had finally found my place. | first got involved with ABC 
NoRio in 1989, helping to organize a huge art exchange 
called the "Cult — X — Change.” It was all about visual 
art, performance ап, music, and poetry. It was not a 
predominantly punk thing, but it definitely had the spirit. 
When | started getting involved in the squatter scene in 
NYC, that was when | truly started to learn about DIY 
lifestyle! This was about the same time | started going to 
meetings for World War 3 Illustrated. There Seth Toboc- 
man strongly suggested to me that | start doing comics. 
and that's when | started doing comics. WW3 is a radi 
cal political publication, not necessarily punk, but with- 
out punk | probably would not have ended up in NYC to. 
bogin with, So yeah, punk nurtures the DIY spirit, but | 
think part of the idea of punk is that you are supposed to 
push yourself beyond punk. 


| guess this would depend on how you de- 
fine "Art." There is some art that | do that is 
only for me to see. It could be just to let out 
aggression or to try to visualize a situation 
that | am having a hard time dealing with or 
just when | am freaking out or maybe | just 
want to experiment with some new materials 
ог maybe | am just bored. The thing is that | 
would not label all ofthis stuff as "Art." I guess 
1 could say that there is always a message (a 
method to the madness) either Гог me alone 
or for the world at large. There is always a 
message, but the difference is that some art 
may be totally subjective, while other projects. 
аге more objective. What it comes down to is 
that it is up to me to decide what gets pub- 
lished and what | can keep to myself. | think 
art can be an amazing therapy tool, but a lot 
of people mistake their therapy for something. 
that everyone should see. And some people 
have no idea of the concept of editing. I have 
produced an insane amount of art and often, 
at the time of production, Гат corivinced that 
itis genius material. Then years later when | 
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look at it I am completely embarrassed and usually glad 
that it has not been seen by anyone ( and many times 
mortified that it has been published worldwide). | would 
also like to note at this point that | always try to maintain 
a sense of humor in whatever | am doing. For me that is. 
absolutely essential or | would be dead by now. 


Most of your published work consists of watercolor- 
pencil paintings and ink drawings. Do you do work 
in other mediums besides what is published? Any 
painting or sculpture? What about computer aided 
graphics? 


| have done some murals. Му most famous one was the 
front of ABC NoRio in 1995. | had to replace the front of 
the building before | could start painting and of course | 
had to do that during one of the hardcore shows. | was 
cutting and hauling three quarter inch sheetrock, then 
trying to hold it up and screw it in, during which time all 
the drunk punks just watched! (except this one sweet 
Irish guy who helped me out! — thanks!) | ended up 
breaking my toe and then had to go off on tour for three 
months in Europe, limping and using a сапе the whole 
time (sorry | got off track)! The NoRio mural was one of 
my favorite paintings and it was up there for years until 
it began to disintegrate. | started to restore it in 2К1, but 
then 9-11 happened and | left town for about six months. 
Then had years of severe health issues, so | couldn't 
finish restoring it, and eventually it was taken down (so 
ѕад). Another mural that | really love is the one | did in 


the courtyard of the Killer Banshee Compound in Oak- 
land, CA (wwwkillerbanshee.com). | have also done 
smaller paintings and a bunch of minis. Recently my old 
friend Dog Boy convinced me to start painting again by 
commissioning me to do an intense piece for him, which 
is very exciting! 

1 also used to do crazy installation art. | was in 
Hamburg, Germany for the ABC NoRio tenth year an- 
niversary in 1990. | sort of squatted the show and built 
а "media teepee” in the middle of the space. We also 
did some weirdo performance stuff on cable TV in Ham- 
burg. | met some crazy hackers while | was in Hamburg, 
although | can 1 remember their name. | had been hang- 
ing out with a bunch of computer geeks in the mid/late 
80s back in the US, so | had heard of these guys. This 
was before the internet existed and we used to send 
messages that would get posted on the various BBS 
(bulletin board systems). Then Operation Sun Devil hap- 
pened, which was a very pivotal federal action against. 
computer geeking against probably the first ezine called 
Phrack. Anyone who uses a computer should look up 
this history!! | have done a bunch of installation pieces 
all over north America and Europe but that was quite a 
few years ago. Oh, one of my favorites was this crazy 
contraption | made in 1991 called “Baby's First Virtual 
Reality.” It was like a square painted helmet that had op- 
tical illusions, mirrors, and windows inside it and It would 
spin around on your head. It was completely ridiculous! 

1 really got into doing just the drawings and the 
comics when | became very nomadic in the late 80's and 


early 80's. When you live out of a backpack you need to 
fit your art studio into yourr backpack. At that time | also 
first started Fly Maggot Zine. | think the first issue was 
їп 1985 or 86 and it was printed on newsprint. | actually 
got funding for it when | was still in school, but when 1 
hit the road Fly became a postcard zine, and that is how 
1 got my name. | would give out these freaky postcards 
full of art and rantings to everyone wherever | went. 
They would never remember my name, but they always 
would remember the name of my zine, so they would 
yell, "FLY!" at me whenever they would see me again. 
All of the Fly Zines were computer generated пот 1988 
onward. My first comics that were completely computer 
generated | did in 1991. | drew the whole thing and com- 
posed it in Photoshop. It was terrible! It got rejected by 
WW3 and for good reason! These days | draw and ink 
separately, then sean and tweak in Photoshop. 

1 have done a few sculptures but one of them got 
eaten by rats so | was discouraged to continue with 
that. 

And of course | have done a lot of weirdo perfor- 
mance stuff. In 1991 | went on tour with Zero Boy and 
the Cyber Circus: | was Miss Information. Sometime 
around 1998 | invented “unspoken word." | had been 
doing spoken word since 1990 and so of course | was 
bored. So | decided to just shut tho fuck up, but | still 
wanted to make a statement. What | did was to safety- 
рїп my lips together live on stage using two huge safety 
pins and then do my whole show using big flash cards. 
That was really really fun! | received amazing audience 
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response and people went nuts. The first time | did this 
was actually in Sardinia, Italy. | was there doing an art 
show with a bunch of NYC Lower East Side artists. The 
Italian guy organizing it was trying to screw us over by 
not giving us the money we had been promised from the 
grant he had received. Now you do not screw over Low- 
er East Side squatters. You just do not do that. So 1 did 
the unspoken word performance, because we were not 
supposed to talk about all this bullshit publicly. | safety- 
pinned my lips together and then unrolled a big scroll ог 
paper with all the details on it so people could read all 
about it. | got an enthusiastic response from the Italian 
artists. They were also very amused because the text 
маз all in Italian which I had translated myself 


Nowadays are you submitting pieces for work in 
publications or are they coming to you with re- 
quests? Do you foresee ever being able to make a 
living from your craft? 


1 do a lot of stuff regularly for various publications like 
Slug and Lettuce, MAXIMUMROCKNROLL, Тһе Vil- 
lager (local LES weekly), Spread (sex workers maga- 
zine), World War 3 Illustrated, | just started submitting 
to a very cool litle zine called Mine Shaft, and soon to 
be included in Stripburger. The Villager is the only one 
that pays anything (not much). 1 get a lot of requests for 
stuff; usually non-paying requests. | know | should really 
hustle more to get paying jobs, but | have a really hard 
time with the business end of art. | went to college for 
graphic design and | did really well. After graduating | 


worked in that field for years. During that time | also had 
а few “gallery” shows and that whole thing just really 
made me sick. The whole “art world" scene for me just 
seemed so pretentious and depressing: Like a black 
hole | was going to get sucked into. It was around that 
time that | ended up in New York City somehow, met 
some freaks and stumbled into ABC NoRio. 

At some point | would like to "make a living" do- 
ing what | love; which would of course include drawing 
comics, drawing portraits, and maybe painting again, 
but 1 would also like to include teaching. | have been 
teaching zine workshops for the past 5 years. | have a 
5 week program that | teach at the МОССА (Museum of 
Comic and Cartoon Art) in NYC and at the Lower East 
‘Side Girls Club. | have also guest lectured at the School 
of Visual Arts in NYC and at the Parsons School of Art 
and Design. | have also done the zine workshops at the 
anarchist book fair in Toronto, Canada and last year 
1 did three workshops in Vancouver and Victoria, BC, 
Canada. | really love the teaching thing. This fall | have 
three potential classes lined up, but again its not really 
something | can pian to live off of. 


You have become well-known for your involvement 
іп both the radical art and punk movements in New 
York City. Are you from there originally (and if not 
how did you end up there)? 


The first time | came to New York City was in January 
1988. | hitchhiked here with a friend of mine. It was sooo 
fuckin’ cold and we stayed in a fuckin COLD squat! But 
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1 completely fell in love with the city. | went back "home" 
afler a few weeks and had to deal with my dad dying of 
brain cancer for a few intense months. When | came 
back to NYC | started getting very involved at ABC No 
Ко: helping to set up art shows and tours. That's what 
really drew те to NYC. | got involved in а million other 
things after that, but the original magnet was No Rio! 


Do you still live іп a squat? How is squatting NYC 
different today than it was before the big fights over 
Tompkins Squaro Park? 


| have been іп my current squatted building since 1992 
and we have survived through some crazy limes (I have 
many scary stories of impending eviction)! When | first 
came into the building it was in such bad shape that no 
опе wanted to live here. We literally had to rebuild brick 
walls and replace floor (aka ceiling) beams before we 
could even start rebuilding, We have been in transition 
to becoming a “co-op” for years now. Just before 9/11 
the city cut a deal with 14 buildings in the Lower East 
Side (another long story), so the pressure has been on 
to get our spaces up to code, which we finally passed our 
inspection about a month ago. We like to call ourselves. 
а "home-in-stead." This is the name that | painted on a 
scaffolding that the city put up in front of our building un- 
announced in 1994 (see my Eyeball House Comic), 
The fight in Tompkins Square Park was to evict 
Tent City which was a modem day Hoovervillle: Home- 
less people squatting the park in tents, This was a litte 
different than the homesteading movement. Although 
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a lot of people wanted to unite both of these groups. | 
know for a fact that people are ШІ taking over buildings 
in NYC and outlying boroughs, but this is something that 
has become much more transient, isolated, and secre- 
tive. There is not a big organized movement to take over 
and rehabilitate abandoned buildings anymore. The 
real estate interests have taken hold with a death grip 
and there are really almost no free buildings left open 
lo squat in NYC. Even in Brooklyn, Queens, The Bronx 
and Staten Island, itis getting much, much harder (if not 
impossible) to squat with the intention of long term ос- 
cupation. 


Do you feel that radical spirit of the Lówer East 
Side has been broken since the yuppicifaction of 
the 90's? Have pockets of other radical activism 
popped up elsewhere in the city? Were things better 
in the “good old days" or are or things better now? 


Well, it seems like a lot of the radical elements of the 
LES have had to re-locate: Some by choice and some 
not. Also many have died. Things are definitely not like 
they used to be, which is very sad in a lot of ways. At this 
point in time | would say that the radical spirit is still here, 
but is seriously being squeezed out. | hate to say it, but 
| feel that eventually in the distant future, hanging out in 
the Lower East Side will be sort of like wearing a Che 
Guevera t-shirt: i.e. a (sometimes well-intended) fashion 
statement. Right now there are still a lot of old school 
people around which gives me hope, but | am so irritated 
by these complete tourist “slumming” idiots that invade 
the neighborhood, especially on the weekends. Also the 
fact that so many expensive restaurants and hair salons 
have opened thal none of the original residents of this 
area can afford to go to. What they are trying to do is to 
commodify the "radical spirit." If they make it safe then 
they can sell it and then the real-estate values sky rock- 
et. There have been pockets of radical activism through- 
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‘out NYC for ages and that is not a new thing. 1 don't think 
1 can list them ай, but one of my favorites is the Misled 
Youth Network. They now have a home base on Staten 
Island, but they also have а website: misled-youth.org 
‘And the Icarus Project: www.theicarusproject.net 


Are you still involved with ABC No Rio? 
Do you take part in other activities 
there aside from the weekend punk 
matinees? How does a band go 
about booking themselves 
there? Can you say some 
words about the collective's 
progress towards gaining 
‘ownership of the building? 


My first involvement with 
ABC No Rio was actually not 
with the punk matinees, be- 
cause they had not started 
yet. When | first went to No 
Rio it was maybe 1988 and 
my first contact was with 
the radical poets and per- 
formance artists: They were 
doing some hardcore shit! 
Seeing them was actually 
what gave me the courage to 
start performing myself. | col- 
laborated with some of these 
amazing people and we 
organized this whole perfor- 
mance exchange thing. My 
art posse and | invaded No 
Rio in March of 1990 and we 
had to clean out 10 years of 
garbage from the basement. 
There was so much stuff that 
we actually had to dismantle 


the front of the building. The garbage pile was so big 
it went ай the way down the street. We also had to re- 
place parts of the floor in the gallery space. | think the 
first punk matinee was about a week after we fixed the 
Поог. We had also completely excavated the back yard 
апа painted murals all over the back yard fence, which 
at the time was just plywood. | was at the very first of 
the punk matinee shows, which was held in the gallery 
space on the first floor, because we had an installation 
set up in the basement. It was really hilarious because 
Seventeen magazine actually showed up to this show 
with photographers. They were taking pictures of all the 
punks and they took pictures of us (I know, | know — we 
were total idiots!), but they made us put down our 40s Гог. 
the photos. About a month later Seventeen magazine 
сате out and there we were: as a photo accompanying 
an article about the straight edge movement at CBGBs! 
We were going to try to sue them for misrepresentation 
but we were (00 drunk to remember at the time. Anyway, 
the punk shows moved into the basement after we took 
down our installation. Then for about six months | was 
living at No Rio. | can't give too much information about 
why Ней, because it was complicated and involved oth- 
er people in the art collective that was running No Rio at 
the time. My comrades and | decided to part ways with 
No Rio. | was especially in disagreement because they 
had proposed to discontinue the punk shows. Anyway, 
eventually it ended up (happily) that the punk collective 
took over running No Rio. After that I started going back 
{о shows sometimes, but | was never a member of the 
No Rio punk collective, | did help out doing some re- 
pairs and painted a mural on the front of the building and 
painted the ceiling in the (now) zine library (the same 
place where | used to live). | have been involved In many 
shows there since then: The most memorable was in 
1996. | curated the "Unreal Estate Show" (you can get 
the irony if you know that No Rio was born from an art. 
squat action in 1980 called the "Real Estate Show"). We 
had a crazy "New Years Heave" party with lots of famous 
squatter punk bands including ZERO CONTENT, MAG- 
GOT and MOB ACTION (from Chicago). Then on new 
years day Y2K | curated the Dangerous Remains show. 
This was basically a squatter museum featuring some 
amazing artifacts found and generaled in squatted 
buildings in the Lower East Side. | also had my book re- 
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lease party there for CHRONIICIRIOTSIPAISM! (where 
1 performed "Unspoken Word’). | have also done several 
installations and have contributed to many shows and 
fundraisers. | have also recently committed to helping 
put together a new ABC No Rio book. The last one was

books while touring, some of which came out in my 
zines. | did love touring with GOD CO and it was pretty 
crazy. | had done а few shows with them, just doing a 
few back-up vocals, and had done a spoken word thing 
on a few of their records. Then, just before new years of 
1994-95, they called me up and asked me if | wanted to 
play bass in the band for their Japanese tour that was 
happening in 2 weeks! Of course | said yes! The only 
problem was that | had never played a bass or any other 
kind of guitar ever in my life! so | went to the Craig Напа- 
gan (guitar genius of GOD CO) schoo! of bass playing, 
which was a two-day, eight-hours-a-day crash course in 
all things GOD CO. Of course 
the first class was bright and 
early оп New Years Day, right 
after our very successful New 
Years Heave party at No Rio. 
Craig is a great instigator: 
He lent me a white bass and 
a distortion. The next thing 1 
knew | was in Japan rocking 
out in front of 600 scream- 
ing fans: That was amazing! 
1 highly, highly recommend it 
to everyone! Touring is a real- 
ly great way to see the world, 
but everything happens so 
fast! You really have to be on 
your toes: don t blink or you 
might miss something. 

But GOD CO is not 
the only band that | toured 
with - my other favorite 
touring experience was with 
my drunk punk band ZERO.

Of of course the most insane 
thing was that for all the ZERO CONTENT shows my 
band just never showed up! | was so pissed! | know 
they have the best intentions, but Dog Boy and Squatter 
Dave were just such crusty drunk punks that they would 
always get distracted by some political (drunken) action 
and either pass out ог get arrested. So | ended up hav- 
ing to do the whole tour a cappella: Just try standing up 
in front of 50-200 punks and do your set without your 
Бапа! But it actually turned out so great and а mysteri- 
ously оор-Іке bassplayer (sic) from AUS-ROTTEN sat 
in for my band and we actually had a pit sometimes! Oh, 
1 could tell you some other stories that would make your 
eyeballs bleed! 

Mostly what | learned touring with both bands was 
the mathematics of how to fit way more into the van than 
in the logical world can actually fit, how to geometrically 
arrange say 28 people into a few rooms to sleep, and 
how to create a personal force-field when stuck in the 
van for days to deflect the bad moods and bodily emis- 
sions of my comrades. | think that any band who is tour- 
ing should try lo get time off from each other as much 
аз possible, | would always try to take off by myself and 
{go for hours long walks to explore. | had the most amaz- 
ing experiences, randomly met the freakiest people by 
doing this, and it really saved us all from killing each 
other! 


How did the idea behind the book Peops come 
about? When were most of the drawings made and 
what sort of parameters did you have for including 
people in the book? 


The PEOPs (pronounced 'peeps') project is all about 
doing portraits of people and writing their stories on the 
page around the drawing, It all started in the mid 90s 
when | was on tour а LOT with GOD СО. It was a re- 
ally amazing time for me and | met so many incredible 
people in a very short time. We were playing shows ev- 
eryday іп a new place (mostly Europe). | always had 
my sketch book with me and | would be drawing people 
whenever we had a chance to sit down for a minute to 
socialize. For most of the people we met, English was 
their second language, and | really loved the way they 
phrased things. It was so poetic and more interesting 
than clunky American English, so | started writing down 
the stories they were telling on the same page as the 
drawings. After a while | noticed | had a lot of these draw- 
ings and it dawned on me that | should make a zine. But 
since | kept doing these drawings, there were eventually 


зо many that I thought it would really have to be a book. 
‘Once 1 decided to do a real book my whole process got 
more refined: | started making appointments with people 
to draw them and get their story. | think the drawings 
improved, the stories were more focused, and therefore 
1 think more accessible to a wider audience. For the 
PEOPs book published by Soft Skull in 2K3, most of the 
drawings were done from the mid-90's right up to maybe 
a month before the book came out. There were about 
200 portraits altogether. | did not really have parameters 
for including people in the book. One of my intentions 
was to try to document what | consider to be an invis- 
ible history. So many people | meet are doing amazing 
things and have amazing stories. | feel that they deserve 
а voice and some kind of recognition. | also had this 
crazy idea of creating some sort of activist directory, but 
also including people that you would just assume are 
totally conservative by looking at them, but they actually 
are up to ай kinds of shenanigans. | would PEOP any- 
one that I meet that inspires me in any way. 


Since the book was published you have continued 
the series in MRR. Are you planning to release a 
second edition? 


Yes, | hope so! | have put out two PEOP(le)s zines since 
the book came out and at this point | have enough for 
either a new zine or a new book. | would really like to 
put out a new book, but it probably won t be as fancy 
as the Soft Skull book: | just want it to be affordable. 
РЕОРз are also being published in MRR, The Villager, 
Mineshaft, and other random zines. 


Being involved with punk for two decades now, 
you have avoided the fast burn-out so many active 
women have experienced. As a women involved in 
a predominantly male-dominated community, how 


do you find inspiration to keep your voice loud and 
strong? Have you ever felt squeezed out because 
your voice wasn't being heard or you didn't show as 
much bravado as your male counterparts? 


Well actually it has been three decades now (fucklll) 
and | have definitely NOT avoided burnout. | have ex- 
perienced burnout pretty hard several times. In my first 
‘experiences with punk, when it was just starting, it really 
seemed like it was a lot more violent than it is now, but 
that might have been just because | was jumping into 
the pit a lot more in those days. The punks were brutal 
back then and not just the guys! Seriously, when | was a 
teenager, some of the punk girls were scarier to me than 
the guys! Once the 80's hit 1 got much more immersed in 
art school, experimenting with materials and substances 
(and hip hop). Then in the early 905 | got to experience 
а bad nervous breakdown and then some very severe 
physical mishaps (i.e. broken back, (от ligaments, get. 
ting hit by an SUV, etc). | have been involved in so many 
collectives and art and political actions beyond punk: | 
think that itis an important thing to stay active and keep 
redefining where you fit. Since | came to NYC in the 
late 80s | have finally been stable for the first time in 
my life. | have a really great community, especially the 
squat community, which at this point is like a family to 
me. | have never felt squeezed out: It is more that | have 
sometimes lost focus or have not had enough time, es- 
pecially | have often not had enough time to go to shows 
due to having to work on my building. So many times in 
the 905 | would see punks on their way to some amazing 
shows. They were trying to get me to come but | would 
have to say no because | would be putting my floor down 
that day or putting in my windows. 

1 have never felt that | show less bravado than the 
guys. Again | have been more impressed by the bra- 
vado of some of the punk women | have met or been 


influenced by, As a teenager | saw Wendy-O-Wiliams 
standing on top of a speeding school bus crashing into a 
wall of TV sets!! Then she would take a chainsaw live on 
stage and dismantle TV sets (so ironic that | saw these 
things on TV!) Anyway, she was amazing! Rhal was way 
more inspiring than seeing Sid Vicious nodding out and 
loo fucked up to even talk to an interviewer 

1 have had many men try to intimidate me in my 
life and not just in the punk community. 1 have had some 
horrendous encounters that | will not detail here but none 
of it was what | would consider bravado: It was more just 
a violent expression of their stupidity and insecurity, and 
it was/is something | do not respect at all. Lucky for me 
| have been able to get away from these situations with 
relatively few scars emotionally and/or physically. | have 
met so many amazing women in the international punk 
community who have had similar experiences (see Zero 
Content #13 where Ату! Nitrate gets knifed by a misog- 
ynist asshole). Cindy Crabb, who does Doris zine, also 
put out a zine called Support, which confronts the issue 
of sexual abuse and ideas of how to;deal with it (check 
www.microcosmpublishing.com). | have ако had the 
experience of being respected and supported by many 
truly amazing guys in the punk community, who remain 
to this day some of my best friends. 


Last question is about ethics and sticking true to 
your DIY ideas. I'm guessing you wouldn't do art- 
work commissions by some big corporations like 
Citibank or Coca-Cola. However, would you take 
part in an art show related to and benefitting an 
important social issue (say homelessness or HIV 
preventions) if it were sponsored by those samo 
companies? 


Тат во sick about a lot of what is happening in the world 
today with the corporatization of identity. It is extremely 
pervasive and at this point itis almost impossible to be 
"pure" unless you want to live in the wilderness and shit 
in a hole in the ground. | think it would make me physi- 
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cally ill to support the corporate agendas of globaliza- 
tion. Itis really a lot of work to figure out how to live with- 
Ош supporting any evil corporations. | used to survive 
mostly by dumpster diving, but due to extreme physical 
injuries and too many art and other commitments, | can 
no longer do that. Dumpster diving is great when you 
are physically fit and have the schedule to suit it, but | 
also feel like it is not a real solution anyway. Our goal 
should be to try to reduce the production of garbage, but 
if more and more people are living off of garbage, then 
garbage will be in high demand. Some people want to 
tell you that you are a sell-out if you make any money 
at all from your art and they will tell you this as they 
smoke their Mariboros and drink their Budweiser. | think 
that we should not be opposed to trying to make a living 
doing what we are passionate about and I think that we 
can do this without being "sel-outs" 

If 1 could do some artwork with no art direction, 
just what | wanted to say and get paid by these evil pigs, 
then ! might consider it. But the thing is that it would 
never, ever happen, because | really would not depict 
‘something nice for them. Usually what happens if a cor- 
poration wants something that looks "punk" or “street” 
then they just hire some copy-cat artist to imitate the 
look. | have seen blatant imitations of Seth Tobocman's 
art and also of my own. If any of these corporations were 
sponsoring benefits for important causes then what | 
would want to do is investigate their agenda. | would 
want to work with the people they were benefiting and 
see how they felt about the whole thing and how much 
of the profits they were actually receiving. If the groups 
being represented were authentic, if | wanted to work 
with them, and if they were able to promote their own. 
agenda, then maybe | would consider it

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This issue, all the recipes listed below are inspired by foods from Mexico, South America, 
Central America, Spain and the Southwest US. A few of the recipes were contributed in 
Spanish, and are listed here in both Spanish and English.

Nathan’s Rockin’ Soyrizo 
1/4 Ib. dried Ancho peppers 
4ea. dried Chipotle peppers 
1 tsp. black peppercorn, whole 
1 tsp. cloves, whole 
1 tsp. coriander, whole 
2tsp. cumin seed, whole 
1 ea. cinnamon stick 
1 tsp. oregano, dried 
2Tbsp. salt 
2Tbsp. smoked paprika 
1 ea. garlic bulb 
1/2 c. red wine 
3/4 c. white wine vinegar 
3/4 c. canola oil 
2c. water 
11b. TVP, dried 


1. Toast the dried peppers in an iron skillet over 
medium-high heat, careful not to burn them by 
moving them around a lot (I do this on tl 

but the skillet is more accessible.) They should 
puff up and look roasted on the outside. Let 
cool. 


2. Toast the whole spices in a pan over medium 
heat. Leave dry don't use oil or they will be 
sautéed not toasted and lose their flavor to 

the oil. They will finish quickly and you can 
recognize this by the popping in the pan and the 
good smell. Let cool. 


3. Remove all of the stems, seeds, and 
membranes from the toasted peppers, chop 
into smaller pieces and put in a blender. Using 
а coffee bean grinder (or good ol’ mortar and 
pestle, though the cinnamon stick would take 
some serious crushing), grind the toasted whole 
spices with oregano, salt, and paprika then put 
in blender. 


4. Put everything except ТҮР in the blender 
with peppers and spices and blend on high until 
smooth. Adjust heat, salt or anything else and 
then pour mixture over the TVP. 


5. Allow ТУР to absorb all of the liquid and add 
water if needed. 


“It's best to make this a day or two ahead of 
time to let the TVP take in all of the flavors 
and get nice and soft. This stuff freezes really 
well so make huge batches and just keep it 
around in the freezer. You can substitute pre- 
ground spices for the whole, but I prefer the 
taste of the toasted whole ones. Same for 
the dried peppers, use some chipotles from а 
can or ground chipotle and ancho if the whole 
ones aren't accessible. It seems like а lot of 
work but it is worth it, and in the long run it can 
save money from the prepackaged stuff, and 
would be made in your kitchen, not by shady 
corporations. 


Maygun's grilled tofu “fish” tacos 
Marinate the tofu overnight, then grill on both 
sides.

1 block tofu 

1/2 white onion, minced

Serve in bowl with soy sauce 
and garlic chili sauce as condiments.
